The Hospital Building Programme 


IN ANSWER TO A QUESTION in the House recently the 
Minister of Health, Mr. Walker Smith, announced that the 
Government intended spending £3lm. on the capital 
development of the hospital services in England and Wales 
in 1961-1962, compared with £254m. for the year 1960- 
1961. This news is, of course, as welcome as ‘ the darling 
buds of a November-flowering May.’ 

It is the fate of all Ministerial announcements to be 
the subject of questioning and analysis, and this particular 
one is no exception. In the election manifestos of both 
parties the Health Service figured prominently, Her 
Majesty’s Opposition being far more generous in their 
promises than the new Government. This is not to say 
that the Opposition are right and the new Government 
wrong, but it does bring into relief once again the problem 
of relating the expenditure to a known requirement. It is 
known, for instance, that no new hospital has been com- 
pleted since before the war, and it is impossible to believe 
that a National Service of this kind spending hundreds of 
millions of pounds a year can exist or flourish in accom- 
modation becoming more obsolescent each year. 

The first question is, therefore, does the Ministry itself 
know the extent to which the existing accommodation 
provides hazards or difficulties in the administration of 
its service ? The Ministry did not take over new build- 


ings or inherit a service which had been planned or 
organised on a national or regional basis. For centuries 
our hospitals have been run on charity. The buildings 
were not related to a requirement but had been built up 
on the generous impulses of local communities without 
any reference to the intensity of the population and the 
recurrence of sickness or disability in the region. 

Thus the first question in everyone’s mind is whether 
£3lm. on capital development in any one year is suffi- 
cient. We have the views of the Opposition again that 
it is not. We have the views of the present Government 
that it is all we can afford. It is possible to feel at the 
present time that the problem is so vast that even this 
generous programme is no more than an expediency— 
‘ plugging the gaps” and meeting the really urgent cases. 
This is to cast no discredit on this wonderful service which 
must be credited with fulfilling the national need far in 
advance of expectations, but in doing so it is calling upon 
the loyalty and devotion of the nursing and medical staffs. 
It is problematic to know just how long this reserve of 
enthusiasm can wait for the long and over-delayed require- 
ments for large scale capital expenditure in new buildings 
for hospitals. 

Thus in relieving today’s pressures, is the Ministry fully 
aware of where tomorrow's pressures are going to be 





exerted ? Certainly for the public and the technical and 
professional staffs there has been no widely published 
appreciation of the national, regional or even local future 
requirements, We seem to be content for the moment 
in taking the existing hospitals—enlarging them, modifying 
them, altering them—-but the programme does not seem 
to be based on analysed or correlated needs. 

New towns are being erected and they have in them- 
selves to rely on existing Health Services in the adjoining 
localities. It is one point which needs to be further 
examined if, for instance, one compares it with the schools 
or educational programme of the country, for schools are 
built concurrently with the development of new towns but 
so far, excepting very few isolated examples, the Hospital 
and Health services have lagged far behind. 

One further question which might in fairness be asked 
—is the Government machinery for the capital develop- 
ment of hospitals too cumbersome? Can it, in fact, deal 
with the growing obsolescence of the hospitals and the 
planning of new buildings, too? Is some overhaul required 
in this aspect of Government administration? Leave 
development and replanning for one year and there is twice 
the load to do next year; leave it three years and what is 
the answer? We are, in fact, at this particular moment 
trying to recover the arrears of something like twenty 
years. Is it sufficient just to put a sum of money at the 
disposal of the Board of Governors and the Regional 
Boards, and hope by this generosity to meet a requirement 
which is not yet known? There seems to be a good case 
for a proper correlation and statement of the requirement 
and how it could be spread out over a number of years, 
both to fulfil the urgent requirements of medical science 
and nursing administration today, and to give some encour- 
agement to this Cinderella of the nationalised services. 

Of the new items mentioned by the Minister in his 
recent statement there can be no doubt that they represent 
urgent requirements in all the separate regions, and one 
can well believe that it is a nicely balanced judgment 
between the many conflicting requirements of various 
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regions and the Boards in being able to pick out the pro- 
jects named by the Minister in this programme. Similarly 
mental health, which has been the Cinderella in a Cinder- 
ella service and urgently needs a new look. Attention to 
this part of the service is notoriously long overdue and 
will give great encouragement to those hard-working and 
devoted people who are putting themselves at the disposal 
of the more unfortunate. 

To the establishment of the Ministry’s own design unit 
one can give a hearty welcome. There must be national 
standards which can be taken as guides for all the partici- 
pants in this new programme. It is just unfortunate that 
the design unit will itself be unable to correlate its designs 
to an integrated programme in which there is need to 
analyse and decide on the different kinds of hospitals 
necessary in a national scheme. Not all hospitals can 
deal with the whole of the treatment and diagnostic 
facilities which are at the disposal of the medical staff 
today. The transfer of some of the patients as envisaged 
in the American and in the German health schemes seems 
eminently desirable. One would have liked, therefore, 
the analysis and design unit to have first directed its atten- 
tion to the larger and wider issues which confronted the 
Ministry and to establish for the benefit of the future 
generally a flexible system which takes into account refer- 
ence and exchanges between rural, urban and 
hospitals. 

An arrangement also is needed whereby patients in the 
rural areas in need of such advice or techniques not avail- 
able at that level can be transferred to one of the larger 
teaching hospitals where they could enjoy the whole range 
of medical facilities which are otherwise impossible to 
repeat at each rural area centre. 

To have been critical is not to fail to wish the medical, 
technical and professional staffs of the Ministry our best 
wishes in the administration of this bigger programme. 
The programme itself is a challenge which will be met by 
all the people concerned, and the fact that it is more 
generous than its predecessors is indeed an encouragement.

Training the Architect 


THE ADVANTAGES of a revision of the Code of Conduct 
were highlighted for architectural teachers at the Bristol 
Seminar on Costs and Management by the two builders 
who gave papers during the first part of the conference. 
The former, an architect-trained speculative developer- 
designer-contractor, urged the conference to throw 
over the Code of Conduct and join him in giving 
society value for money, and really become leaders of 
the industry by proving that they can lead. It would be 
surprising if his views had been agreed by the guardians 
of training for generations of architects yet to qualify, 
but it is equally surprising to read of their acceptance 
that management and cost control principles are an 
essential teature in the current practice of architecture, 
and that the schools must acknowledge this and act. 

Surprising, too, that there should come from such a 
gathering acceptance that architectural teachers are tog 
far divorced from practice, and therefore not able to give 
correct emphasis in the training of their students. It is 
refreshing that there are people in the schools who realise 
that part-time private practice is as different a world from 
the general run of industry as is education itself. 

Perhaps it is significant that this idea was accepted in 
the absence of a representative from the Architectural 
Association, which has for vears championed the role of 
the solo practitioner and encouraged its staff to participate 
in the industry in this way! 


A much better suggestion was made during the confer- 
ence that architectural teachers be attached permanently 
to a larger office and function there as one member of the 
team running in normal harness. The development of 
this principle, plus the intake of better quality material, 
as advocated by the Oxford Conference, to receive train- 
ing in the arts of management as well as design should 
certainly result in oncoming members of the profession 
being better equipped to deal with their co-ordinating role 
as designers. For, as it was pointed out, design itself 
is the organisation of shapes, space and services. It may 
even help to develop much earlier the qualities of leader- 
ship necessary if the architect is to retain his traditional 
position in the team. 

It is a pity that there can be read into the conference 
no suggestion that training should be carried out jointly 
with the surveyors and builders beyond the joint partici- 
pation in advanced lectures, although the suggestion that 
some architects should be able to carry out their practical 
training in a building office suggests that a further develop- 
ment of joint training is possible. 

We are promised a collection and dissemination of 
documents on experimental projects from the Schools by 
the RIBA. Let us hope that we can now look forward to 
further evidence of lively and original thinking on manage- 
ment subjects from the Schools as a welcome balance to 
esthetic flights of fancy. 
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Planning the Use of Land 


MR. PETER TRENCH’S CALL for a tribunal 
to investigate the competing claims on 
land in the United Kingdom has not gone 
unanswered. A bare fortnight after Mr. 
Trench had made this proposal to the 
Federation of Registered House-Builders, 
the Minister of Housing and Local 
Government, through his Parliamentary 
Secretary Sir Keith Joseph, announced 
that the Government was prepared to 
accept a motion to ‘make a fresh 
appraisal of forthcoming demands [on 
land] and to stimulate by every suitable 
means through industry, planning 
authorities, professional bodies and 
voluntary institutions, higher standards 
of siting and design within the English 
landscape.’ The mover of this motion, 
passed by the House on November 20, 
was Mr. William Deedes. Mr. Trench, 
as Director of the NFBTE whose interest 
in land supply is considerable, has good 
cause for satisfaction. 
> . o 


WHATEVER BODY (Royal Commission or, 
as could be preferable, a departmental 
committee) is set up for the purpose 
envisaged will not have an easy passage. 
Demands for land continue to increase— 
for motorways, airfields, recreation, 
above all for housing: the one constant 
is the acreage available. It is clear that 
if needs are to be even partly met, some- 
thing must be sacrificed. This ‘ some- 
thing’ will not be the Green Belts, 
according to Sir Keith Joseph who 
declared the Minister’s policy on this 
subject to be ‘ firm,’ though he added that 
‘nothing in life can be regarded as abso- 
lute and there are obvious considerations 
that sometimes must lead to development 
in green belts.’ 

What seems to be clear is that, before 
matters of allocation are settled, the 
extent of conflicting demands be known 
and understood. This was the burden of 
Mr. Trench’s address which might well 
form a brief for an investigating commit- 
tee looking into land use during the next 
twenty years. Since, to quote Mr. 
Trench, ‘the price of planning is being 
paid in inflationary land values’ we shall 
hope that the Minister will act quickly. 


One Plan for Piccadilly 


MR. BROOKE’S ACTION in getting the 
inquiry into the replanning of Piccadilly 
Circus on the move before Christmas is 
to be commended. The Minister also 
proposes to place the plans of the pro- 
posed Monico site development on public 
view beforehand. But the most signifi- 
cant thing that came out of the debate 
initiated in the House on November 26 
by Mr. Kenneth Robinson, was the fact 
that planning powers exercised by local 
authorities do not, in the absence of

ownership of the site, confer adequate 
contro] over development. Mr. Brooke 
said as much in response to Mr. Robin- 
son’s request that the Piccadilly Circus 
area be made a comprehensive develop- 
ment area. ‘ If the London County Coun- 
cil propose this I would sympathetically 
consider it, but up to now the Council 
has not done so,’ said Mr. Brooke, who 
added: ‘I have no power to compel them 
and I have no power to make them buy 
the area and redevelop it themselves.’ 
This seems to be an occasion where the 
LCC, with memories of the successful 
and profitable Kingsway redevelopment 
in mind, could seize the initiative. It is 
not enough that the traffic layout be 
settled; some overall plan for develop- 
ment as leases fall in is needed too, 
though we should hope this would not be 
rigid. It may be questioned if public 
opinion in, say, 1984, would gladly find 
itself bound to the architectural canons 
of 1959. 


Civic Trust Amenity Awards 


EIGHTY-EIGHT AWARDS and 52 Commenda- 
tions are announced in the Civic Trust 
County Amenity Awards’ scheme, 
initiated this year in conjunction with the 
County Councils in the United Kingdom. 
These were selected from a total of 669 
entries, which is an encouraging start 
fo: the scheme in the first year of its 
operation. Seventy county councils 
adopted the scheme. 

There were two classes of awards. 
Class 1, for the new building, or group of 
buildings, in the design of which most 
regard had been paid to their relation- 
ship with their surroundings; and Class 
2, for other types of development making 
the best contribution to the improvement 
of the local scene. As was to be expected, 
the type and quality of the entries varied 
considerably. In one or two counties 
many of the entries ‘could almost be

taken as examples of what not to do.’ 
In others, they had a bias towards the 
good architecture of a single building, 
whereas the Trust is more anxious to 
stimulate interest in the appearance of 
town or village or street as a whole. The 
Trust, it is emphasised, has no desire to 
institute another award along the lines 
of the RIBA Bronze Medals scheme—it 
is the whole environment in which people 
live that is important. 


> * * 


WHEN AWARDS and commendations are 
made, ‘the high quality and variety of 
the schemes is very satisfactory.’ Six 
road improvement schemes and four 
bridges are among the winning entries. 
The new street lighting scheme at Had- 
dington receives commendation, and part 
ot the hydro-electric scheme at Dol- 
garrog, carried out by the Central Elec- 
tricity Generating Board, receives a 
commendation— engineering structures 
treated as sensitively as this entail no 
destruction of the countryside.’ It would 
be nice, says the Trust, to see a line of 
pylons entered for the competition, indi- 
cating that careful thought had been 
given to the route chosen from the 
amenity aspect. On the other hand, a 
scheme for the removal of overhead low 
voltage distribution cables at Petersfield 
wins an award. Among other interesting 
entries architectural awards go to three 
petrol filling stations, four shops, public 
lavatories and a number of bus shelters, 
information kiosks, pavilions and so on. 

It is hoped that this year’s competition 
will encourage more interest, particularly 
local interests, in all sorts of good 
development. To this end the Trust 
intends to publish a selection of photo- 
graphs of winning and commended 
designs. Next year it is intended that the 
scheme will be open to County Boroughs 
on a similar basis and in the following 
year to London Boroughs. The Civic 
Trust is performing a valuable service in 
awakening the public conscience to the 
need for better design in town and coun- 
try. and all who are engaged in the fight 
against visual squalor should lend sup- 
port.

Tower Hill Precinct 
The Redevelopment of an Historic Area 


A JOINT SCHEME for the redevelopment of the Tower Hill 
precinct has been prepared by the LCC and the City 
Corporation after consultation with the Stepney Borough 
Council and other interested parties. The area, which 
comprises some 50 acres, is bounded by the Custom House, 
St. Dunstan’s Hill, Great Tower-street and Mark-lane in 
the west; Crutched Friars and the railway viaduct in the 
north; Mansell-street, Royal Mint-street and Tower Bridge 
Approach in the east; with the river forming the southern 
boundary. Its focal point is the Tower, around which are 
grouped Allhallows Church, the Port of London Authority 
builcing, Trinity House, Toc H Headquarters, the Royal 
Mint and St. Katherine’s Dock. 

In the preparation of the scheme consideration has 
been given to the creation of a pedestrian precinct around 
the Tower and of maintaining its traditional views. The 
existing road pattern is to be improved and a new road 
is proposed from Lower Thames-street to East Smithfield. 
A subway between Trinity-square and Tower Gardens will 
enable pedestrians to reach the Tower without crossing 
the streets. A wide pedestrian concourse sloping down 
from Trinity-square to the river embankment, terminating 
in an area containing restaurant and a reach of the water- 
front, will be a feature. The whole of this space will 
be bordered by shops and gardens, and will be surmounted 
by an improved higher level concourse in the area of the 
present Speakers’ Place. Vehicular traffic will be excluded. 


In the main development area, which lies within the 
city boundary, there will be five-storey office buildings 
shaped to preserve views of the Tower, and a 16-storey 
block at the western end. This block has been sited as 
far as possible away from the Church of Allhallows and 
from the Tower. Extensive three-level coach and car 
parks are envisaged under a podium, approached from the 
adjoining Lower Thames-street. Other proposals include 
the creation of a new public open space, a mechanical 
car park for 500 cars, and a five-storey public building. 

For the part of the scheme north of the Tower the LCC 
itself is the developer but is not at this stage committed 
to the project. Various private developers are involved 
but the names of these and their architects cannot at 
this stage be disclosed. The City Corporation is proposing 
to proceed with the acquisition of land in the western part 
of the area and a public inquiry into their proposals was 
held on November 17. The scheme has been submitted 
to the Royal Fine Art Commission who have expressed 
their satisfaction of the way in which it progresses. 

It has been emphasised that, in a project of this magni- 
tude, it is necessary to have an overall scheme prepared 
to form the basis of consultation between all the parties 
concerned. It is open to modification when more definite 
and detailed plans are made. Plans and photographs are to 
be on exhibition to the general public in the Guildhall 
and a further exhibition is to be held at County Hall. 
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Olympus Revisited 


Some Stands at the Building Exhibition 


A GOOD MANY PILGRIMS have been toiling up and down, 
and in and out of Olympia these days. There will not 
be any prize for guessing why; though as to what they 
are looking at, your guess is as good as mine. 

It is said the ancient Persians always used to consider 
a proposition twice, once when drunk and then when 
sober. It would not be a bad rule to apply to the Building 
Exhibition—looking twice I mean. Once at the stands 
and then, when you have recovered, at the exhibits. That 
is if you are a giddy architect like me. You might be a 
self-disciplined practical type able to see the goods straight 
away and be damned to the trimmings—a builder I 
believe? You might be a builder and yet be foxed by the 
skill of the exhibition stand designers into falling for their 
‘look around you--my monument’ tactics. 

Still it cannot be anything but intriguing to contemplate 
several cubic feet of timber cunningly manipulated to dis- 
tract your attention from half an ounce of vital valve 
work. So bless ’em all for a delightful first run in this 
year’s Olympic game. 

First on my list for everything—visual appeal, telling 
the story, good colour, lettering, lighting, wit and humour 
comes the Gotham Group of Companies’ stand. Plaster 
is their business, and aren’t those four flying wing walls 
poised from a sculptured central tower, ravishingly 
textured—one with pebble-like protuberances, one with 
sharp clean-cut crystalline cantilevers, one with clusters 


of cylinders and one with, I forget what, though I will 
never forget the brilliant lighting effects, some from moving 
sources which, hidden inside huge revolving cubes, cast 
ever varying lights and shadows on these exciting white 


forms . . . as I was saying, aren’t those four flying walls 
eloquent of the thing they are supposed to be?— plaster. 
It made me realise what a lovely satisfying material this 
is, in spite of the wetness and the shortness of labour. 
The long flow of the centre counter, with a simple check 
plastic fascia poised well above the floor and its mirror 
top holding a ‘ toblerone ’ type sign with a message cleverly 
printed on the bottom face so that you read it in the 
mirror top like a sly aside from Hancock. Yes, this stand 
had everything, including a very attractive girl who did 
not of course notice me. Still I've come away to specify 
plaster again, so what more can I say? 


A Miesian Frame 

As always, another stand that makes you long to use 
their material is that of the Carter Group. A suave single- 
storey structure with built-in landscape and z silver grey 
fascia in mosaic, thrown halo-wise round a Miesian frame, 
steel in the vertical and timber horizontally, a combina- 
tion that struck me as being unmiesy. Other combinations 
of their superb materials in solid and pierced panels amply 
made up for this, but just as the tragic passages in the 
Tchaikovsky fifth return again and again, I could not help 
twinging at a heavy polished marble member set ‘ floating ’ 
above a softer oak frame to the floor edge, especially 
when an exhausted rep. used it as a foot rail. Most repre- 
hensible! Still, when I saw F. R. S. Yorke lovingly touch- 
ing some of the relief tiles I knew he was feeling just 
like me—wanting to use them. So high marks once more 
to Mr. Carter. 

Nearby, the clean-cut lines of the L.B.C. stand favour- 
ably engage the attention. Their products are well dis-

played in generous panels, perhaps not too well pulled 
together at the top by a rather weak timber fascia—a 
sort of broken schizophrenic halo compared with the full 
flowing member I recall from last time. However, I liked 
the bold sign on a simple tower which reached the two- 
storey skyline in much better order than other attempts 
to build up. Like many others, this stand was not helped 
by spotty application of lighting fittings; the apparatus 
itself looks as if it did not belong, whilst the resulting 
pools of light and dark on the surfaces look as if they 
did not want to anyway. 

Another Miestrap is the Sussex & Dorking Brick Com- 
pany stand, and a tempting one, too. But for rather con- 
fused articulation of a lower screen wall and the office 
(why weren’t they kept free of the graceful superstruc- 
ture?) I would rate this stand as one of the best. Even 
so, it is attractive and sets off the company’s products 
in a way that reminds one rather painfully of the delivery 
position, or better, reminds one to order them early. 
I particularly liked the almost abstract way in which the 
specials were presented; another example of how a lot 
of different things can be made to look well together by 
one good idea. There is space about the design of this 
stand, beautifully enhanced by the large photomural frieze 
in the upper reaches of the high interior. Lovely examples 
of traditional brick building, but why not modern on one

wall in the four? Can't we present-day architects use 
brick? Here is one who would like to use those interest- 
ing brick facing tiles shown on the office wall panels! 

A lush display of lovely materials at jungle intensity 
draws you to the Pilkington stand. Even the profile of 
this two-storey design is vaguely elephantine. I was sad 
that they almost hid that sleek glass tread stair behind 
panels even though one of them was the largest piece of 
armour plate glass ever made. It would, by the way, have 
been easier to appreciate this had the panel been placed 
at right angles to the aisle so that it could have been 
fully seen from a distance. Those brass glazing blocks 
holding the plastic channel beads to the structural frames 
were interesting, and the designer had evidently given 
thought to the appearance of the stand and the firm’s 
name from the gallery above. High marks for this, but 
a raspberry for the trivial little diamonds of landscape 
in the floor. 

Are you getting tired of these flowers and shrubs about 
the place, especially cluttering up the limited spaces under 
stairs? I'm beginning to wonder if they couldn’t all be 
gathered up to make one nice garden somewhere at the 
far end. Speaking of the far end, here is where the big 
plants are, only they dig earth and mass-mix concrete. 

* Only J.C.B. can dig rock’ you are reminded on a stand 
displaying heavy toothed grab jaws painted rough red 
against a sickly yellow wallpaper. Pity. However, I liked 
Acrow’s brilliant yellow plant against a floorscape of dark 
green, and Massey Ferguson had the good idea of featur- 
ing one superb piece of plant engineering, but why in a 
phoney setting of little walls finished with brick paper 
and on a floor with a parquet edge more appropriate in an 
Empire drawing room? 

But I'm getting ahead of some of my favourite stands. 

Bison again! A superb and sophisticated design in 


concrete grey and black with brilliant red relief, the 
structural frame consisting of balanced cantilevers rooted 


in a centre system of columns. Hanging from the cross 
beams of this, an all-concrete stair one tread clear of the 
ground so that hanging could be seen to be done. The 
scale of the strings, hangers and treads and handrails— 

masterly—you just had to go up that stair for the hell of 
it let alone the inner sanctum at the top where, if you 
wanted, you could be prestressed with alcohol at a delight- 
ful Bison bar, where also there was a charming mural by 
Brian Bagnall. Pre-tensed as I was with this assignment— 
I couldn’t stay, but had to pause on leaving the stand to 
admire the cleverly contrived constellation of floodlights 
over the vivid testing demonstration, and indeed, the way

in which all the lighting of this stand was obviously a 
considered part of the design. Here was concrete handled 
with the assurance of Corb., but with a finish that you 
wanted to stroke. Hot after Gotham, Bison would be my 
verdict, and close to them that sparkling essay in black 
and white of Adainsez. 

Scintillating from its glass marble beach floor to its 
black and white pyramidal roof, from its A to its Z, this 
piece of architectural fun beautifully displayed the regal 
quality of Adamsez products. There they were, poised 
on white waste pipes sticking straight up out of those 
glittering glass marbles scintillating from a light source 
down below, light which played seductively round the 
attractive white forms of that vitreous china ware so 
popular with the architects. Only two little binds. Why 
in this bower of black and white such a miserable note 
of colour as that sickly green sink, and why clutter the 
underside of that graceful open stair with a we cistern? 
Despite these I must end by remarking on the edge 
details—as crisp as the outlines of my mother’s pancakes. 

Which reminds me, why do so many stand floors have 
such weak edges? Picture mould detail on some, but 
not so with that sleek grey and white effort of the Cement 
Marketing Co. Here a dark green terrazzo floor finished 
hard and clear against the aisles, perfect ground work for 
the expressive concrete structure above. I liked the way 
the stair emerged from behind a panel at eye level where 
you could take in the detail of the spiky centre carriage 
and the delicate cantilever treads. 


Coloured Cement Finishes 


Varied displays of coloured cement finishes set in crisp 
white frames Mondrian-wise made one wonder if we 
could work some in next time, while the almost brutalist 
way in which the ends of the post-tensioned reinforcing 
rods were left projecting, hurt me pleasurably. But if 
they were post-tensioned members to make cantilevers 
out of the first floor beams why did the side panels reach 
right up as though they were structural? Perhaps I’ve 
got it mixed, but if so, why? Why isn’t the expression 
foolproof for people like me? 

Full marks to Accrington Brick Company for display- 
ing their architect’s name. Some nice details here 
especially the way well-presented brick panels are con- 
tained in their deep steel frames; and the elegant stair 
baluster which, alas, ends in a tram smash against a heavy 
brick wall. This design goes to pot at the top where 
an ill-defined pergola treatment looks tattered against 
the attractive solidity of the main product. 

In contrast next door the Noral stand comes together 
at the top in a trim tower offering a broad simple display 
of attractive aluminium panels. This stand goes some- 
what astray in the lower reaches, confusion reaching its 
climax in a chequer board patterned ceiling of too small 
an area to take it. Outside cornice details corny; and 
the silly little leaflet table built around the foot of a 
shiny column looked as incongruous as the aluminium 
mat leaning against a screen, as though somebody had 
left it there while sweeping under. Perhaps they had! 

Some stands fought a losing battle with the balcony 
over, but not so Bellrock in its smart black and white 
with a positively swishing staircase balustrade. This 
design boldly embraced an Olympic column, turning it 
into a partner for life (of the stand). Two 56 lb. weights 
hung from steel hangers bedded in the Bellrock drama- 
tised its carryability demonstrating that you can make a 
telling display in the simplest way if you can get an idea 
for dramatising it. 

One Rawlplug sticking out of one wall and holding a 
concrete elephant would probably impress me with the 
need to specify them far more than a tedious display of 
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hundreds of different little items in confusion. Not that 
I’m criticising a Rawlplug display—I didn’t see one, but 
I hope they’ll forgive me for using their name to show 
what I mean. 

Crane make a success of co-ordinating a display of 
disparate items, making a whole something more than 
the sum of the parts. Indeed, this quiet and subtle design 
grows on you and I could have wished for more time to 
do it justice. Subtle colour, good lighting to make drama 
out of valves; natural timber blended with black and 
white again—surely this year’s colours—the interesting 
floor design of raised interweaving hexagon tiles—all 
went to make a resounding triumph on an under balcony 
site. 

Nearby Eastwood’s bricks and tiles are charmingly yet 
powerfully displayed. The bricks in four tall pillars and 
a hollow campanile with a clever tooth-edged void up 
which square panels of light chase to make white E’s. 
An interesting cantilever concrete stair, almost too 
clever, with the treads slung from the bottoms of the 
risers, runs up each side while the roofing materials are 
vividly displayed on near vertical surfaces. Here was 
another stand where a number of natural materials were 
allowed to tell their own story without too much clever 
compering by the stand designer; but why the silly little 
flower boxes? 


Coming past Marleys, I could not help wishing I 
was back in Tottenham Court-road (their showroom is 
there). Why so many good materials so badly displayed 
and where does the oast house go in winter time, and 
could it not be put out to grass after this? Perhaps I am 
being unfair, but after all I did come to look at stands. 


A Great Show 


I came, I saw, I was conquered. It is a great show—a 
shame to miss it and almost a greater shame to skip it, 
for I must confess to not seeing many stands. Two 
incongruities I cannot help mentioning. One stand for 
Expanded Metal Products that was easy to mistake for 
the Timber Development Association stand, and that 
dusty cheese cloth ceiling over the powerful concrete 
sculpture by Aglite. Pity about that ceiling, because the 
rest is good. 

However, on the way out, a few pats on the back. 
For Ferrodo, a space frame, Mondrian in character with 
delightful wall decorations and lettering—black, white 
and red again, and a decent edging to the stand floor. 
Ferrodo ... why not? I.C.I. for good clear lettering, 
better co-ordination this time of the display of their many 
products, detail and lighting very good—all in all a 
pleasurable tense, tight feeling—purely aesthetic of 
course. A charming little wall stand on the balcony by 
Barwin Ltd. displaying exciting, exotic and I hope not too 
expensive ceramic wall and floor mosaics made in Italy. 


If ‘ The Builder’ does not mind my saying so, I think 
their own Stand set a clean, sleek example to the rest of the 
Technical Press—an essay in national timber reminding 
me of all that is best in Stillman & Eastwick-Field’s 
handling of this as yet unsurpassed building material. 
Here, again, public credit is given to the architects. 


Last, but by no means least, a cultured, simple, clear 
and appealing display by the A.B.S. Deep bright yellow 
fascia on thin black columns. Some well designed stan- 
dard tables and chairs; behind, a large photomural of 
Clifford Culpin’s charming housing scheme in Surrey. 
Let us remind ourselves to include them in our next Cost 
Planning exercise. 

So au revoir, Olympus, but not farewell, for like the 
ancient Persians I come back next week to find just 
what it is all about.

sir,—In his plea that architects should 
disregard the threat of the voice of the 
critics to their independence, and in his 
warning that we shall suffer overmuch 
from the present fashion in architecture 
‘until architects formulate and focus 
their own innermost convictions and are 
able and willing to do battle for them,’ 
Sir Howard Robertson echoes some 
words of the late Sir Edwin Lutyens who 
once wrote, ‘It is conceivable that the 
Creator took little heed as to what the 
Devil might say regarding the world He 
was by cause and effect creating; this 
precedent should be followed by archi- 
tects, now as of old.’ The echo came 
back again in. what followed. ‘They 
should face their problems,’ said Lutyens, 
‘ with the same sincerity as the sap within 
a tree creating by its energy a thing alive 
and beautiful . . . As a tree, so has a 
design the power within itself.’ In a dif- 
ferent idiom the same thought occurs to 
Sir Howard Robertson: ‘ There must still 
be many architects who have inside them 
an imaginative designer who is trying to 
get out.’ (‘ The Builder,’ Nov. 6). 

Now I am in no sense an imaginative 
designer (and I have really no business 
wandering into this subject matter) but 
I have something which is trying to get 
out; and there are probably many like 
me who try to look at buildings in -an 
understanding way and who experience 
the same frustrations as I do. I feel that 
there should be in every building some- 
thing about its lines and shape that gives 
content to the eye, something that, by 
expressing an harmonious unity balanced 
about some focal point, lets me know that 
this is an individual expression and sug- 
gests to me that the building is fit for its 
purpose in its own class, be it public 
edifice, private dwelling or even civil 
engineering. 

Let me give an example. In your issue 
of November 6 you illustrated the new 
Railway Depot at Upminster. This build- 
ing pleased me immensely, for it was pre- 
eminently good railway architecture. Fit- 
ness of purpose stood out of it. *‘ Railway 
lines * were in it. But where, I wondered,

have I recently seen something else in this 
style without the same satisfaction, an 
echo of this which did not ring true? I 
went back through my file of ‘The 
Builder’ and found what I was looking 
for. It was in your issue of May 22, this 
year, where you illustrated the new St. 
Paul’s Church, Ecclesfield, designed by 
Messrs. Basil Spence and Partners. Here 
the east end elevation of the church had 
struck me at the time as being more 
suited to a transit shed than a church; 
and again the internal view from the 
gallery (if one covered the pews) could 
as well be a public baths. 

Now, this is my problem: if one of the 
acknowledged leading architects of the 
day can present a church in the charac- 
ter of a railway depot or a public baths, 
what happens to my ideas about design 
showing in its lines the fitness of purpose 
of the building? Here was a church, but 
it had for me no feeling of ‘ power within 
itself’; the sap within the tree had not 
“created by its energy a thing alive and 
beautiful.” The only way I could recog- 
nise it as a church was by the permanent 
brick scaffold to be seen at the west end 
which was surmounted by a Cross. 

Perhaps this was a building such as Sir 
Howard Robertson might excuse as being 
designed under great pressure of time and 
shortage of money. Nevertheless, as he 
says, the question of architectural 
expression still remains; and whilst I am 
not one of those who are ‘ emerging from 
our present educational machinery,’ I 
meet many of these young people and 
would feel happier were I able to satisfy 
their often intelligent criticism.

Vote of Confidence 

str,—I have been hoping to see a reply 
from one of the ‘leaders of our profes- 
sion’ to the disturbing collection of 
beliefs expressed by Mr. S. W. Hookway 
in your issue of November 6 concerning 
the future of the quantity surveying pro- 
fession. I hope I am not alone in believ- 
ing that almost exactly opposite factors 
will keep the professional quantity sur- 
veyor in being—and I do not mean the 
contractors’ quantity surveyor in this 
context—and this is where Mr. Hookway 
is at once involved in confusion of 
thought. 

Like many others he appears to regard 
quantity surveyors as having sprung 
entirely from the master builders of the 
past; I believe that our present profes- 
sional ethic owes as much to the sur- 
veyors who came from the master archi- 
tects’ offices, as being the ‘chaps who 
were good at figures,’ and I consider this 
dual derivation to be the foundation of 
our present position in having the confi- 
dence of both architect and builder, and 
no one will deny (I hope!) our skill in 
‘communications within the industry’ 
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which the other members are trying to 
improve vis-a-vis each other. This posi- 
tion surely will be strengthened as these 
communications improve? 

Mr. Hookway refers to the employer as 
‘not being an economist’ and therefore 
regarding the surveyor as an unwanted 
nuisance; it is just the employers who 
are or who employ (at a _ percentage) 
economists that appreciate that skilled 
and unbiased professional advice on cost 
factors at all stages, and. the settlement 
of accounts without long legal disputes, 
are well worth the fees charged. I suggest 
that the employer who ignores economics 
is in fact unlikely to use a surveyor at all, 
and that sort of ‘ business man’ is more 
trouble as a client than he’s worth any- 
way. Still, as Mr. Hookway says, 
“Economics will win! ’ 

As to architects, your correspondent’s 
collection sound exactly like those we 
all meet, but I’m sure he will agree that 
really deep down they all like to have the 
quantity surveyor on the job, and in fact 
go to considerable lengths to persuade 
their clients that the quantity surveyor 
is a useful and vital appendage—this they 
do, not from consideration of our wel- 
fare but for simple reasons of self- 
preservation and peace of mind. 

The real basis of our position seems to 
me to be the often forgotten fact that 
both parties to the RIBA forms of con- 
tract appoint the surveyor to value varia- 
tions and settle the final account and 
this is, to me at any rate, a matter for 
some satisfaction. When that role 
vanishes from the forms of contract then 
I shall indeed feel the professional 
quantity surveyor is on his way out—but 
I fully agree with Mr. Hookway that 
there will always be a place for us to do 
our job somewhere within the team, and 
that is perhaps what really matters in the 
future.

Cost Control and Cost Allocation 


SIR,—I notice that in your report of the 
meeting of the Quantity Surveyor 
members of the Royal Institution of 
Chartered Surveyors held on October 21 
(‘The Builder,’ November 13), you have 
included a question which I asked in the 
subsequent discussion, i.e., ‘ whether cost 
allocation was synonymous with cost con- 
trol.’ 

As this question does, I think, appear 
rather inane perhaps I may trespass on 
your space to give some of the back- 
ground. 

I asked this question because in a 
report of the Tripartite Conference on 
Communications in the Building Industry 
there is a glossary of terms related to 
usage in the building industry. In this 
glossary it states that ‘cost control is a 
systematic method of allocating costs.’ 

Personally I consider it is possible to 
allocate costs without controlling them in 
the slightest degree. Probably allocation 
is a necessary operation before control is 
possible, but that is quite different. 

In fact this definition was, I thought, 
a good illustration of the woolliness 
which often accompanies talk about cost 
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control and, as the chairman and the 
speaker both assisted in the preparation 
of the report, I thought it would be 
interesting to hear their opinions. 
However, the question was ignored and 
as the circulation of ‘The Builder’ is 
much greater than that of the report I 
would like to point out that this was a 
question about a definition in the report 
and not a statement of my opinion.

sirR,—I am sorry that Mr. Peter Trench 
misread my article (your issue of Novem- 
ber 13). He says in his letter (November 
27) that my figure of ‘ more like 50,000’ 
building operatives in the employ of local 
authorities is wrong and that the latest 
official figures are 368,000. But, of course, 
my figures referred to those engaged on 
new construction, a point on which I 
assumed everyone was agreed we were 
talking about, and to which I specifically 
referred. 

Mr. Trench must be aware that local 
authority new construction has declined 
in volume in recent years and I am there- 
fore puzzled that he should not under- 
stand that the frightening figures he uses 
are mainly concerned with repair and 
maintenance—including roadmen and 
other strictly non-building categories. To 
imply that private contractors have pre- 
viously undertaken the bulk of this kind 
of work and are now being squeezed out 
is a rather shrill exaggeration; it also 
seems to confirm my feeling that the 
NFBTE is in a ‘tizzy’ which is so 
curiously out of character with its usual 
statesmanship.

The condi- 
tions state: ‘In view of the greater cost 
of high building, the promoters favour 
the use of “ walk-up” blocks not higher 
than 3-storey (or 4-storey where the top 
floor forms the bedroom floor of 
maisonettes).

REGINA HOUSE is a new Office 
building on the corner of Edgware 
Road and Marylebone Road, 
which is constructed entirely of 
concrete. Of particular interest is 
the new type of prestressed con- 
crete composite floor composed of 
X-shaped units 7 in. deep, which 
are supported by flat in-situ re- 
inforced concrete beams within 
the depth of the slab. These 
beams vary from 3 ft. to 4 ft. in 
width, and span up to 20 ft. A 
3 in. deep in-situ concrete topping 
is applied, reinforced with mesh 
and tied to the prestressed units 
by projecting wire loops. The top- 
ping is trowelled smooth so that 
finishes can be applied directly to 
it, eliminating the need for a 
finishing screed. Services are 
fixed above a false ceiling, which 
is 14 in. below the soffit of the 
slab.

The ‘ Daily Mirror’ Fire 

SERIOUS THOUGH THE FIRE which took 
place last week at the ‘ Daily Mirror’ 
new building at Holborn Circus has been 
(the damage may well be of the order of 
£250,000 and the delay in completion a 
matter of several months) it will have its 
lessons for those whose job it is to draw 
up fire regulations for curtain wall build- 
ings, especially for those under construc- 
tion. 


First it should be said that had the 
building been completed the fire would 
not have happened; only a concentration 
of material, some of it inflammable, on 
one floor made it possible. But the large 
areas of some of the floors in this build- 
ing (some are nearly half-an-acre in 
extent) made the Fire Brigade’s task not 
an easy one, and this fire (which this 
week was ‘cleared’ by the Home Office 
and by the insurance companies con- 
cerned) was by all accounts an extremely 
‘hot’ one. No doubt as a result, some- 
thing will be written into those sections 
of the London Building Acts which 
govern buildings under construction. Not 
for the first time the ‘ Daily Mirror’ has 
made its own news. 


Sartorial Criticism 


THE Wholesale Clothing Manufacturers’ 
Federation, which has declared that Lon- 
doners are the best dressed men in the 
country and Cornishmen the worst— 
‘apparently infected by the weird 
behaviour of the artists’ colonies ’—has 
some equally pertinent remarks to make 
about the building industry. 


‘Why do men,’ asks the Federation, 
“who have “dirty jobs” have to go to 
work in dirty clothes? For instance, 
highly-paid building workers can be seen 
travelling in buses, tubes, trams and 
trains wearing torn old clothes and 
broken old boots with inches of mud on 
them, while fellow travellers give them 
as wide a berth as possible. Surely this 
is undignified. There is no reason why 
contractors should not erect changing 
huts on building sites so that men can 
travel to work looking a little less rough. 
It is very embarrassing for a man to have 
to leave his home in this state while his 
neighbour steps forth in a smart suit and 
polished shoes. This is completely out 
of date, and the men themselves do not 
like it.’ There is much to be said for 
this point of view if the public is to be 
convinced that building is indeed a pro- 
gressive industry.

News of the Week 


Training Hospital Architects 

THE MINISTER OF HEALTH, Mr. Derek 
Walker-Smith, told the House of Com- 
mons on Monday that a considerable 
increase in staff, particularly architects, 
will be needed to implement the Govern- 
ment’s increased programme of hospital 
building. ‘I am discussing with the 
regional hospital boards how additional 
architects may best be recruited and 
trained,’ said the Minister. 


UK to Exhibit at Milan 

SIR DAVID ECCLES, Minister of Education, 
told the House of Commons on Monday 
that, as a result of the many representa- 
tions received that the opportunity of 
putting Great Britain’s considerable 
achievements in school building before 
an international audience at the Milan 
Triennale should not be missed, the Gov- 
ernment had decided to build a small but 
complete school as its main exhibit at 
Milan. The Minister has invited, Not- 
tinghamshire County Council to design 
the exhibit. It will take the form of a 
3-class primary school using the system 
of construction used by the county. The 
Nottinghamshire authority has agreed to 
make its architectural and educational 
services available to the project without 
charge. Some manufacturers of the com- 
ponents used by CLASP have also offered 
their products free of charge. 


The Barbican 

MR. PETER CHAMBERLIN, FRIBA, recently 
gave a lecture on the proposed Barbican 
Development scheme which has now been 
given approval by the City Corporation. 
Since 1850 the residential population of 
the City, then 100,000, has decreased 
alarmingly. The last definite figure was 
5,000 in 1950 and it is known that the 
figure for 1959 is considerably less. This 
situation is extremely unhealthy from a 
local government point of view. The 
brief facing Messrs. Chamberlin, Powell 
and Bon was therefore not only to 
redevelop a badly blitzed and valuable 
site but to remedy the standing situation 
by providing a new residential precinct 
with accommodation to suit the require- 


ments of an area famous for its business 
and commercial connections. 

The enormous technical difficulties to 
be overcome before building from the 
surface can commence were illustrated 
by Mr. Chamberlin with plans of the 
intricate network of existing services 
which must remain, or where this is 
impossible, moved at great expense. The 
underground railway which traverses the 
site is to stay but will be completely 
insulated so that any noise will not inter- 
fere with the amenities of an essentially 
residential neighbourhood. 

Referring to the three triangular towers 
which have caused some disquiet among 
critics who say they will be too over- 
powering, Mr. Chamberlin explained that 
the shape of these towers would detract 
from their height. This has been done 
deliberately to make them fit in more 
readily with the general scheme. Mr. 
Chamberlin illustrated his point with a 
picture of a 12th-century castle in Pro- 
vence, France, where a tower was indeed 
made to seem much less formidable by its 
triangular shape. There is nothing new 
under the sun; the builders of the 12th 
century understood the value of a dis- 
arming appearance to counteract a 
formidable edifice.

All the 
buildings will be framed in reinforced 
concrete. Architects and engineers are 
Messrs. Ronald Ward and Partners, 29 
Chesham-place, SW1, and quantity sur- 
veyors are Messrs. A. E. Thornton- 
Firkins and partners. The developers are 
Croydon Centre Developments, Ltd., who 
expect to spend about £33m. on the 
scheme.

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Cost Control and the Training of the Architect 


Architectural Teachers’ Seminar, Bristol 


REPRESENTATIVES of the recognised 
Schools of Architecture gathered at the 
Royal West of England Academy School 
of Architecture, at Bristol, recently, for 
their second annual seminar. Due to the 
nature of the subject this took a different 
form from that originally intended for 
these seminars, and was organised in con- 
junction with the RIBA Cost Research 
Committee so that the Schools could con- 
sider if, how and when problems of cost 
control and management should be intro- 
duced into the Schools’ syllabus. The 
following were among the speakers: Mr. 
R. Baden Hellard, Dip. Arch., ARIBA, 
FIArb; Mr. J. M. Austin-Smith, MC, TD, 
FRIBA; Professor J. V. Connolly, BE, 
FRAeS, MIProdE; Professor Denis 
Harper, PhD, FRIBA; Mr. Bernard 
Heaphy, AIOB; Mr. V. H. Johnson; Mr. 
J. Nisbet, FRICS; and Mr. W. J. Reiners, 
BSc. 

The chairman for the Conference was 
Mr. R. Baden Hellard, the chairman of 
the RIBA/RICS Joint Cost Liaison Com- 
mittee, and Professor Denis Harper, Pro- 
fessor of Building Technology in Man- 
chester led and summed up _ the 
discussion on the last day. 


Chairman’s Introduction 


Introducing the conference THE CHAIR- 
MAN pointed out that the intention of the 
speakers was not to show what could be 
done, but rather to present the problem 
as seen from their own points of view. It 
was, therefore, not by chance that the 
speakers were not all architects, but were 
people who saw the architect’s work from 
associated points of view. The profes- 
sion, he said, were becoming more and 
more aware that there were serious short- 
comings in their ability to deal with the 
control of building costs, and realised that 
it was now necessary to overhaul their 
own approach to the problem of architec- 
ture. 

PROFESSOR J. V. CONNOLLY, Director of 
Sundridge Park Management Centre, 
giving a paper on ‘The Architectural 
Profession in Relation to the National 
Economy and World Conditions,’ showed 
the need to conserve national resources 
if Britain, whose balance of exports to 
imports was a very delicate one, was to 
survive. With the decreasing value of 
the £ and decreasing share of the world’s 
export markets, it was vitally necessary 
to increase our productivity. 

The building industry, with the largest 
annual capital investment figures of any 
(£2,000m. a year) had a big contribution 
to make, for whilst the national produc- 
tivity figures were low, the building 
industry’s were lower still. Over the last 
twelve years the national average increase 
in labour productivity was 124 per cent, 
whilst the building industry’s was only 
118 per cent. This, he said, represented 
a lack of efficient management practice. 

Since the Sundridge Park Management 
Centre had opened, he said, all industries

had been represented, but only in very 
recent years, and to a much lesser extent, 
had the Building Industry come along in 
the tail of the procession: and architects 
had been even farther behind still, yet 
the designer had a higher contribution to 
make than almost anyone else. He con- 
cluded by underlining the vital need for 
all in the building industry to stop waste 
in every shape or form whether it be 
material or man power. 

The second day began with lectures 
from two builders. The first, MR. Vv. H. 
JOHNSON, a speculative developer, who 
had been trained as an architect and now 
was designing and building his own pro- 
jects, urged the members of the confer- 
ence to throw up their professional status 
and resign from the RIBA in order to get 
the necessary knowledge and feed-back 
of information from the site to enable 
good design to be carried out in an 
economic manner. 

He had found, he said, that by acting 
as client, architect and contractor there 
was the stimulus of financial return for 
effort expended. In this case the effort 
was put into improving both the end pro- 
duct and the efficiency of its production 
process. Without this stimulus, he urged, 
what incentive was there to anyone on 
the professional side of the industry to 
do this? 

He was concerned that cost planning 
techniques, if used as the only method to 
control building costs, might not take the 
problems far enough. This was a com- 
parative method only, and could lead to 
easy satisfaction with the knowledge that 
you were 20 per cent better than the next 
chap when you really ought to be another 
50 per cent better than yourself. 
Historical and comparative analyses were 
fine, but must always be used in conjunc- 
tion with a self-critical irrepressible 
desire to find a better way of doing it. 


How the Builder Can Help 


MR. B. P. HEAPHY, AlOB, a director of 
Bovis, Ltd., said that it was little use 
architects and quantity surveyors going 
to great lengths in order to improve cost 
planning during the design stage if in 
appointing a builder they employed a 
company not prepared to enter into the 
right spirit of things. Yet most builders, 
in competition or not, were prepared to 
assist in feeding-back information to the 
architect from their past experience so 
that he might consider all possible aspects 
of the design and execution during the 
sketch and early design stages. 

What then could the builder assist with 
during the design stage? During the 
development of a sketch scheme the 
builder could assist with construction of 
prototypes and mock-ups. His company 
had recently carried out a full-size proto- 
type of a study, bedroom and bathroom 
unit for a Women’s Hall of Residence 
which was completed down to the last 
detail at a cost for the prototype of 


£2,500. The cost of this prototype was 
more than offset by the savings both on 
the constructional process and through 
cutting out any changes of mind on the 
part of the client. 

Mr. Heaphy concluded: ‘Consult the 
builder as early as possible and use 
whatever practical advice he is able to 
give. If the contract is to be awarded 
as a result of competition, make sure the 
builder is properly in the picture on mat- 
ters likely to affect his tender, or his 
price will not be realistic. Perhaps the 
most important thing of all is the right 
team spirit. Without this, all planning 
and intentions are completely useless.’ 

MR. J. NISBET, FRICS, Principal Quantity 
Surveyor at the War Office, spoke next 
or. the role of the quantity surveyor, par- 
ticularly during the design stage when 
cost planning was essential. This was a 
changing role, he said, which offered to 
the quantity surveyor greater status and 
responsibility to the building owner for 
the design process than he had hitherto. 
To fulfil this role it was necessary for 
him to develop techniques which would 
see that the original intentions of the 
design and the cost implication did not 
get lost during the development of the 
drawings by a team of designers. 

What method was chosen to achieve 
the desired result was of less conse- 
quence, said Mr. Nisbet, than that some 
systematic approach should be used. 

The bill of quantities produced by 
independent quantity surveyors was a 
useful document, which other countries 
—the United States amongst them—were 
only now thrusting after, but if the quan- 
tity surveyor was able to cope with the 
new demands upon his knowledge there 
would be no fear for his future. 

The final paper, by MR. W. J. REINERS, 
Bsc, of the Operational Research Unit 
of the Building Research Station, who 
had been a member of both the Cost 
Research Committee and Cost Research 
Panel since their institution, emphasised 
the need for the designer to know more 
of site operations, and of the need for 
constant feed-back of this information. 
Through a series of statistical examples 
he showed that the vagaries of the mar- 
ket for tendering were not so inconsis- 
tent as to invalidate cost planning tech- 
niques. There was an underlying science, 
even if a crude one, which affected the 
cost of building, and for this reason he 
had taken for the title of his paper 
‘ Towards the Science of Building Opera- 
tions.’ 


Summing-up 


Summing-up the conference, PROFES- 
SOR HARPER said it was obvious that the 
Schools were not satisfied with the stan- 
dard of entry, and the implementation of 
the findings of the Oxford Conference 
should correct this. 

It must then be recognised that the 





largest percentage of the trainees in the 
profession would always occupy 
subordinate executive positions, and not 
be able to practise as a prima donna or 
maestro-like character, for the demand 
made upon the architect by society was 
beyond the individual’s capacity. It was 
necessary, therefore, to train the general 
level of future professionals to a high 
standard of competence, and to intro- 
duce them to the full range of their res- 
ponsibility in managing the client's 
affairs. The conference had shown up 
the inadequacy of staffing schools of 
architecture with architects who were not 
sufficiently in touch with practice. 
Architects who tried to function as one- 
man-bands out of term, and out of 
school hours, were not able to practise 
satisfactorily for this very reason, and 
therefore could not be expected to main- 
tain the right contact with either practice 
or education. 

There had been suggestions for over- 
coming this difficulty, but realising that 
the problem existed was the important 
point. It had been agreed that simple 
exercises in cost should be attempted in 
two or three years of the course, and that 
in later years experts to criticise current 
projects should be introduced. These 
should include builders, practising archi- 
tects, quantity surveyors, building inspec- 
tors, etc. Lectures on principles, and may- 
be the practice of management should be 
included and regarded as an essential 
part of professional practice tuition. 

Practical experience, whether in an 
architect's office or in a builder's organi- 
sation, or on site, was essential provided 
there were suitable individuals respon- 
sible for training students during the 
period—it was not sufficient that they 
should merely go into these organisations. 

It was appreciated that the difficulty 
of feed-back of results both generally and 
on cost matters from the building site to 
the architect was a definite problem, as 
was that of communication from the 
architect through the medium of his 
drawings and specifications to the others 
in the team, and research within the 
schools on this problem was a worth- 
while project. It had also become obvious 
that analysis of every design problem 
should be made in the schools before the 
design work on it commenced. By a 
reorientation of these programmes with 
the examination of the brief by practis- 
ing architects, a more realistic exercise 
would result. 

It was this reorientation within the tra- 
ditional ‘creative design’ emphasis that 
would give the student the right sense of 
responsibility to his future professional 
conduct, and awareness of the correct 
balance between art, function, cost, and 
time in his design. 

The conference agreed that such work 
as Was going on in various schools should 
be written up and circulated through the 
RIBA to all other schools, so that in this 
way developments in these new tech- 
niques would be universally encouraged. 
The Royal West of England Academy— 
the host school—offered to provide this 
documentation of a current project which 
would include the budgets, methods, and 
result upon the students’ thinking. 
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Cost Planning and Research 
Some Comments on Mr. Nisbet's Paper 
By S. W. Hookway, FRICS 


It is evident that the basic principles of Cost Planning are as yet without clear 
definition, and it is apparent from the discussion which followed the. RICS 
meeting on October 21 (reported in ‘ The Builder’ of November 13) that for 
many quantity surveyors there is a good deal of undergrowth to be cleared 


before the ground is ready for tilling. 


It is with this. object in view that our 


contributor here reviews and develops some of the points brought out in 
Mr. James Nisbet’s paper published in ‘ The Builder’ of September 11 last. 


“QUANTITY SURVEYORS,’ says Mr. Nisbet 
in warming up to his argument, ‘are 
perhaps less enthusiastic about research 
than other sections of the industry and 
this is largely due to a lack of confidence 
in their future.’ It is surprising that this 
sweeping statement, so very much open 
to question, did not provoke earlier com- 
ment in this newspaper. 

Quantity surveyors are not noted for 
displays of enthusiasm; it is not for them 
to initiate matter for cost planning and 
research; to the majority of them, as yet, 
cost planning is but a talking point. Even 
in definition of its aim and scope there is 
room for clarification. If, however, we 
refer to the Index to ‘The Chartered 
Surveyor’ over the past two or three 
years the amount of matter under the 
heading ‘ Cost Research Panel’ indicates 
a considerable level of interest and 
activity in the subject. 

To argue that any seeming want of 
enthusiasm is due to lack of confidence 
in the future of their profession is to beg 
the question. As justly could the riposte 
be made that quantity. surveyors’ 
reticence should be ascribed to a lack 
of confidence in the future of cost plan- 
ning. 

The quantity surveying profession is 
notoriously conservative. It will want to 
be very sure of the validity of a method 
before it takes it to heart. This is not to 
cast doubts on the value of cost planning, 
but to dissent from the premise that 
quantity surveyors are holding back. 
Perhaps what raises Mr. Nisbet's doubts 
is the lack of enthusiasm generally 
observed, as yet, for the elemental bill. 
That would be fair enough. 


Potentialities of the Bill 

Next, Mr. Nisbet poses the alternative 
whether the future of the quantity survey- 
ing profession lies mainly in (a) the tradi- 
tional field of preparing bills of quantities, 
or (b) in cost planning. But why, it must 
be asked, should these be considered as 
alternatives ? They are _ essentially 
complementary one to the other. 
Scientific research in cost planning with- 
out the collateral bill of quantities does 
not go. If cost planning research is to 
develop out of anything it must be out 
of the bill of quantities. Quantity sur- 
veyors have realised for a long time—it 
is a subject returned to several times by 
the present writer 10 to 15 years ago in 
this newspaper—that the amount of work 
put into the production of a bill of quanti- 
ties is capable of being utilised far beyond 
the ostensible single object of obtaining 
tenders. If only, after tendering, every 


quantity surveyor could put his team on 
to a cost-analysis of the job as revealed 
in his bill what a wealth of information 
would be forthcoming. But how many 
could afford to do this? 

It is the cost of cost research that is 
the trouble, and Mr. Nisbet (who has 
probably as much first-hand experience of 
this as anyone) has shown that he does 
not fail to realise it. Who is to meet the 
cost? 

Few will agree with Mr. Nisbet that the 
quantity surveying profession should 
impose a levy on its members in private 
practice for this purpose. If cost plan- 
ning is a valuable service, then those who 
directly benefit by its usage should be 
willing to pay for the advantage they 
receive: for cost research on School 
building, the Ministry of Education; on 
Houses and Flats, the Ministry of Hous- 
ing and Local Government; on Hospitals, 
the Hospital Boards and the Ministry of 
Health. Private - enterprise industry 
would have to consider its own case-— 
perhaps the Federation of British Indus- 
tries would manifest an interest. 


The ‘ All-in Service’ 


But let us consider the situation that 
Mr. Nisbet says is coming to pass. ‘ The 
Modern Client is becoming exasperated,” 
he says, ‘with the uncertainty which 
results from this lack of co-operation 
[between the quantity surveyor’s cost 
techniques and the architect’s design pro- 
cesses] and is turning to organisations 
typified by the “ all-in service ” which will 
give him the assurance he requires.’ 

Does this really follow? In what 
measure has the average Client any solid 
basis on which to assess the money value 
of the ‘all-in service’ beyond that of 
time? It is on the time advantage alone 
that the ‘all-in service’ has the edge. 
Admittedly this is a vital factor where 
capital investment is concerned; but this 
does not lend point to the argument. The 
assurances required are that the building 
project has been vetted from the cost 
planning angle. 

Now, in the recent broadcast discus- 
sion in ‘ Building Matters’ on the ‘ all-in 
service’ the speaker for the contractors 
made the point that the necessity for cost 
research was a matter they were very 
much alive to, the implication being that 
it was not yet an operative part of the 
service. Therefore, from this angle the 
“all-in service’ is not ahead of traditional 
architectural practice. And how can the 
‘all-in service’ give such as assurance in 
the absence of competitive tendering on 
bills of quantities?

The Amersham Project 


It will stand repeating that it is only 
by the collating of information obtained 
from bills of quantities priced in com- 
petition that scientific cost research can 
go forward. That this is so is evidenced 
in one of the very few projects that have 
had publicity in relation to the cost re- 
search treatment, namely the Amersham 
Junior School contract which is the sub- 
ject of Ministry of Education Bulletin No. 
16 (August, 1958). Here the interdepen- 
dence of the two processes is manifest. 

We can, further, obtain some informa- 
tion from this publication as to the cost 
of cost analysis; not exact figures in 
£s. d., but a pretty fair estimation of how 
this would have turned out in terms of 
private practice. The references are to 
Diagrams 41 and 42 in the Bulletin. 


Up to tendering stage the Amersham 
project required architectural personnel 
(experimental design, final decisions, 
working drawings) to the extent of 660 
working days, shared by a team of four. 
Translated into private practice terms 
of salaries-plus-overheads this would 
represent an outlay of not less than 
£3,300. The contract price as tendered 
(excluding playing field preparation) was 
£50,774, and if we say that 34 per cent 
of this sum would represent an average 
practice net return at tender stage, that 
is, say, £1,800, then the excess cost on 
the architect’s side occasioned by cost 
research appears to have been about 
£1,500. 

In addition to this the quantity sur- 
veyor’s contribution in cost checking 
only before tender stage was 95 days, 
shared by three persons. In private prac- 
tice this would represent in salaries and 
overheads an outlay of not less than £400. 
Thus, £1,500 plus £400 equals £1,900, 
being the cost of cost planning for the 
Amersham project—a rough assessment 
perhaps, but not miles out. 

In terms of cost per place for this par- 
ticular school it represents about 
£5 18s. 8d. per place, a not inconsiderable 
sum. The Amersham School showed a 
net cost per place of £140 10s. 11d. at 
contractor’s tender figure when the 
national limit was £146. If, therefore, we 
add the estimated expenditure on cost 
planning to this sum it will be seen that 
this service may only have had marginal 
success. Perhaps these figures can be 
shot down; if so, no doubt they will be. 

This is by no means an attempt to infer 
that the time and money devoted to cost 
planning in this instance was not well 
spent. This was a pilot scheme, and the 
information obtained can, and no doubt 
will, be applied to other schools, thus 
spreading the cost over many projects, as 
is the object in research of any kind. 

The point being made here is that 
whilst cost research can be of great value 
where repetition occurs, it could possibly 
not pay its dividend for one particular 
building. From this it follows that the 
cost of cost research is a service that 
should be paid for by those sections of 
the community whose building projects 
are of their nature repetitive. 

There is, of course, the other line of 
research which is of general importance 


to every section of the industry, namely 
research into the economics of individual 
methods of construction and combina- 
tions of materials in various relationships 


type of research goes on, as it has always 
been going on, in every field of industrial 
and technical experiment, and _ the 
quantity surveyor is very much alive to

Value of Construction Work 
£11m. Increase in Third Quarter 


CONSTRUCTIONAL work to the value of 
£504m. was carried out in Great Britain 
by contractors in the third quarter of 
this year, according to provisional figures 
compiled by the Ministry of Works. This 
was £llm. more than in the second quar- 
ter of the year and £40m. above the first 
quarter. 

The value of new housing work was 
£144m., which was £4m. more than in the 
second quarter and about 10 per cent 
more than in the same period in 1958. 
The increase was entirely in work done 
for private developers. 

There was virtually no change in non- 
housing work done for public authorities 
and on private industrial building com- 
pared with the previous quarter. There

was a Slight increase in the amount of 
repair work done. 

It is provisionally estimated that at 
the end of October 1,082,000 operatives 
were employed by the construction indus- 
tries.

Private Housing at Crawley 
Development Opposed at Planning Inquiry 


‘UNTIL THE POLICY with regard to the 
development of residential land in 
Crawley has been settled, it is clear that 
every square yard of land developed at 
the present time for uses unconnected 
with Crawley’s own needs will make the 
problem of housing Crawley’s future 
population more difficult,’ a planning 
inquiry was told at Crawley when an 
appeal by Wates, Ltd., was heard against 
the refusal of the Urban Council to per- 
mit the building of nearly 500 houses on 
a 62-acre site at Milton Mount College. 
Pound Hill. 

MR. JOHN JEFFERSON, the County Plan- 
ning Officer, was opposing the appeal. He 
said the land was most suitable for a 
park, and if it were now to be covered 
with houses it would be extremely diffi- 
cult to provide the necessary facilities 
elsewhere. ‘ With regard to the remaining 
area of the appeal site,’ said Mr. Jefferson, 
‘the future use of this land has not been 
settled, and consent should not be 
granted at the present time.’ 

A Town Map, said Mr. Jefferson, was 
being prepared for Crawley, and it had 
been necessary to estimate the popula- 


tion which must be provided for within 
the period of the plan. The best esti- 
mates indicated that the population of 
Crawley would increase by natural means, 
apart altogether from any immigration 
into the town, to at least 70,000 within 
the next 20 years. Without encroaching 
on the green belt, it was not easy to 
suggest areas in which this increased 
population could be housed. 

‘Immigration into the town, except 
that which might be necessary to meet 
the needs of the Crawley community, 
must be firmly discouraged,’ said Mr. 
Jefferson. 

MR. R. W. J. TRIDGELL, clerk to the 
Urban Council, said that, unless there 
was rigid control over development, the 
population of the town could not be con- 
tained within the present boundaries. The 
Minister’s decision will be made known.

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The Week in Parliament 


From Our Own Correspondent 


The Hospital Building 
Programme 


THE PROPOSED CAPITAL OUTLAY on hos- 
pitals was attacked as ‘grotesque in- 
adequacy,’ by LORD STONHAM in a debate 
on the National Health Service in the 
House of Lords on November 19. Refer- 
ring to the hospital building programme 
(detailed in ‘The Builder’ of November 
20) he said that out of the £31m. pro- 
gramme for 1961-62, £15m. was to go to 
centrally financed major projects, and 
another £3m. to the replacement of 
obsolete equipment, like boilers. That 
left only just over £llm. as the capital 
allocation for all the hospital boards in 
England and Wales. If all our hospitals 
had now to be replaced, at current cost, 
it would mean the staggering figure of 
£3,500m., and that was an estimate by 
experts. 

VISCOUNT WAVERLEY, consultant at a 
provincial hospital, said the only possible 
way out of the difficulties was the im- 
mediate launching of the most massive 
programme of new hospital construction. 
In that respect, the Minister’s recent 
announcement was very disappointing. 

LORD TAYLOR said that 200 hospitals 
occupied buildings completed before 
1820. The BMA had suggested annual 
expenditure of £75m. but he thought they 
would have to be content if the figure 
reached £50m. a year in a reasonable 
time. It was important that they should 
get value for money for in new hospital 
construction it was certain there were 
going to be mistakes but they must profit 
from them. 

Architects lacked experience. They 
had virtually not designed hospitals for 
20 years and there was all that leeway to 
make up. The second difficulty arose 
because in planning new buildings every- 
one tended to get rather grandiose and 
think about building magnificent marble 
entrance halls. Then there was the factor 
that both architects and quantity sur- 
veyors were paid on a percentage basis 
on the cost of the building, so the bigger 
the building the higher the fees. 


Nuffield Trust’s Good Work 


Fortunately the barren years had not 
been wasted as there was set up a body 
called the Advanced Architecture Divi- 
sion at the Nuffield Provincial Hospitals 
Trust and the Nuffield Foundation, that 
had been run by that excellent young 
architect, Mr. Richard Llewelyn Davies. 
They had done some first-class studies 
on hospital design, and now, when the 
time came to build, a great deal was 
known. The Nuffield Trust had financed 
a good deal of small Health Service build- 
ing. It had been possible to cut the cost 
of building a health centre from £200,000 
to £30,000. 

Another encouraging thing was the 
appointment of Mr. Tatton Brown as the 
Chief Architect to the Ministry of Health. 
There were some excellent hospitals 


beginning to go up. He drew attention to 
two—first, the Hatfield-Welwyn Hospital, 
designed by the Regional Board’s archi- 
tects, Mr. Maunder and Mr. Andrews. It 
was a Vertical hospital and looked a fairly 
expensive type, but the important thing 
was that the cost, including fees, was just 
under £6,000 a bed. There had been a 
number of hospitals projected and under 
construction, which would cost some 
thousands of pounds more than that. The 
other hospital was at Wexham Park, near 
Slough, a 300-bed hospital designed by 
two young architects, Messrs. Powell and 
Moya, in association with Mr. Richard 
Llewelyn Davies. It was a single-storey 
building. Hitherto these had been 
thought of as a very sprawly affair but 
the architects had made it compact. 


Flexibility in Design 


Flexibility in hospital design was im- 
portant. Architects tended to use far too 
much glass but glass was not necessarily 
healthy; it might be very hot in summer 
and very cold in winter. Architects for- 
got that patients had to undress and did 
not want to do so in an aquarium. The 
two great defects of hospital building 
were the control of cost and the inter- 
minable delays while papers went back 
and forth. Control of cost was simple. 
Its basis ought to be a block allocation 
of money to cover the site, the site works, 
the fees for the architects and quantity 
surveyors, the fittings and the furniture. 

Replying for the Government, LORD sT. 
OSWALD said there had been no announce- 
ment beyond the £3lm. for 1961-62 but 
it was reasonable to hope that the upward 
trend could be maintained and that £50m. 
a year would be reached. The Ministry’s 
design unit had already prepared and pub- 
lished one study on the design of operat- 
ing theatres and a further study was near- 
ing completion on nurses’ homes. Work 
proceded on a number of other studies, 
principally out-patient departments and 
kitchens. 

In Scotland a similar design unit was 
about to be set up as a separate body of 
experts working alongside the Depart- 
ment of Health, care being taken that 
their studies should be complementary 
to those of the other unit and not over- 
lapping. The Ministry’s design unit was 
being greatly expanded and with it the 
production of bulletins would be speeded 
up. The unit would design certain hos- 
pital departments, the first being an out- 
patient department at Walton Hospital, 
Liverpool. 

The aim of this building would be to 
demonstrate the fruits of this highly pro- 
fessional study and to illustrate to hos- 
pital authorities the Ministry’s ideas on 
design. A further aim would be to 
demonstrate the cost at which various 
hospital departments could be provided 
and, as part of this, detailed costing would 
take place and the lessons learned passed 
t> hospital authorities. It was hoped this 


would lead to significant economies and 
also give hospital boards the chance of 
comparing various plans and finding one 
suited to their particular needs. 

There was an obvious limit to stan- 
dardisation. The object of the work was 
t> demonstrate how value for money 
could best be obtained, to the advan- 
tage, in good and economical design, not 
only of the hospital authorities, but of the 
architects whom they engaged. It was 
also believed that by giving more infor- 
mation at the earlier stages of planning, 
time could be saved in the later stages, 
such as tke scrutiny of working drawings. 


Cuts in School Building 


SEVERAL LABOUR MPs complained to Sir 
David Eccles, the Minister of Education, 
on November 19, of cuts which had been 
made in schoo] building programmes sub- 
mitted to the Ministry by local education 
authorities. THE MINISTER emphasised that 
the secondary school building programme 
was not being cut down; it was bigger 
now than ever. 

He explained that when his predecessor 
quite rightly decided on a five-year pro- 
gramme, it was an invitation to local 
authorities to ask in the first place for 
a start on all the schools in that pro- 
gramme. The Ministry knew what would 
happen, but thought that the advantages 
of being able to plan over five years 
would outweigh the complaints they were 
bound to receive. 

To questions, he said that the Kent 
education authority submitted proposals 
for the next two years costing £811,000 
for primary schools and £2,529,000 for 
secondary schools. He had approved 
projects amounting to £522,000 and 
£1,555,000 respectively. This would 
enable the authority to provide the addi- 
tional places needed and make a sub- 
Stantial start on the improvement of 
secondary schools. There was all the 
difference in the world between pro- 
grammes which the local authorities put 
forward and would like to carry out, and 
those which they were capable of doing 
over a five-year period. 

MR. GREENWOOD: Is not what is happen- 
ing in Kent typical? Of schemes sub- 
mitted by all local authorities totalling 
£117m., only £55m. have been allowed 
by the Government. 

SIR DAVID ECCLES: The point is that 
we can do only this £400m. worth of 
work in the five years, according to the 
building capacity which we foresee. It 
is sensible to plan that out over the 
period. But that does not mean that 
local authorities do not try to get in a 
maximum number of their plans during 
the earlier years of the programme. We 
have to tell them that some of their plans 
must be postponed. 


Grants for Horticultural 
Building 
POWERS to make grants to growers of one- 
third of the cost of facilities needed for 
better marketing were explained by mr. 


JOHN HARE, Minister of Agriculture, 
Fisheries and Food on November 19, 
when the Horticulture Bill was read a 
second time. 
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Mr. Hare said they intended that the 
grants should be available towards the 
cost of erecting or improving packing 
sheds, loading bays and buildings used 
for washing and grading produce. Grants 
would also be available for long-term 
improvement like those for which farmers 
could already get assistance under the 
Farm Improvement Scheme, including 
general purpose buildings and roads. They 
also proposed to help towards the cost of 
the plant and equipment to go inside the 
buildings. 

In the glasshouse section of the indus- 
try there were many cases where heating 
costs could be substantially reduced if 
out-of-date boilers and pipe layouts were 
either replaced or improved. They 
therefore proposed to assist growers who 
already had heated glasshouses_ to 
modernise their heating systems. 

On smaller holdings some glass which 
was ancillary to the main system of pro- 
duction could be of help to the grower 
and the Government had decided to 
extend the grants to cover the provision 
of this ancillary glass. The various items 
which would qualify for grant would be 
listed in a scheme which would be before 
the House in due course. He reckoned 
that between 25,000 and 35,000 businesses 
would be eligible for the various grants 

under the Bill. 


Covent Garden Market 


It was also proposed to introduce legis- 
lation shortly to modernise and stream- 
line the national central market at Covent 
Garden. Nearly all the wholesale mar- 
kets were obsolete or obsolescent. He 
knew that many market authorities were 
anxious to improve their markets and 
were making plans to do so. Coventry had 
an entirely new market and Sheffield was 
well ahead with its own admirable plan. 
Other towns and cities were at work and 
he was sure that progress would be made. 
Covent Garden presented the most 
intractable problem. It must be changed. 


Piccadilly Circus 
Controversy 


WHEN the redevelopment of Piccadilly 
Circus was debated on November 26, MR. 
HENRY BROOKE, Minister. of Housing and 
Local Government, said he was not at all 
sure whether a rigid architectural scheme 
to be adhered to over a period of 20 or 3Qe 
years would stand the test of time. 

The debate was initiated by Mr. 
KENNETH ROBINSON, who said he found it 
extraordinary that a building as large as 
this and on such an important site 
should have been designed by a firm of 
architects who were just able to scrape 
through the regulations which permitted 
the practice of architecture by a firm. 
The firm was Cotton, Ballard and Blow. 
Of the three partners, Mr. Cotton was, he 
understood, the developer of the site and 
was not an architect, Mr. Ballard was 
dead, and Mr. Blow was not even an 
associate of the RIBA but was a regis- 
tered architect which was a considerably 
lesser qualification.. The only answer 
was an area of comprehensive develop- 
ment. 

MR. BROOKE began by saying that an

architectural firm of high repute, the con- 
sultant architect, not the firm Mr. Robin- 
son mentioned, had, the Minister under- 
stood, been entirely responsible for the 
exterior of this building. He had 
succeeded in arranging an inquiry to start 
on December 16. He hoped to make it 
possible for the plans of the revised build- 
ing which would actually go to the 
inquiry to be on public show before then. 
It was his desire to reach an early deci- 
sion. 

He agreed that they needed to have a 
general idea of the way in which the 
whole Piccadilly Circus area might be 
successfully developed. What they must 
do was to ensure that each building that 
went up was satisfying in itself and was 
not such as to compromise the success of 
the new appearance of the Circus when 
redevelopment was complete, when one 
would like an atmosphere of unity with- 
out seeking a strict uniformity. 

Mr. Robinson had urged that this 
should be made an area of comprehensive 
development. In the light of whatever 
might come out of the public inquiry, he 
intended to give attention to this ques- 
tion and he had every reason to believe 
that the LCC would be co-operative. 

There was no unity among the critics 
of the present building. Frankly, if 
there were to be advertisements on a new 
building the building must be designed to 
carry them. It was not generally known 
that many of the rooms of the existing 
development were out of use because of 
the advertisements. 

He concluded: ‘I do not believe any- 
one wants a Piccadilly Circus of either 
stony austerity or unrelieved vulgarity. 
Without expressing any view whatever of 
any particular building, I do not intend 
to be the Minister who blacks out the 
streaming coloured sparkle which means 
Piccadilly Circus to her Majesty's sub- 
jects all round the globe.’ 


Other Business 
Litter Act Prosecutions 
Asked what results had been achieved 
by the Litter Act, SIR K. JOSEPH said be- 
tween August, 1958, and June, 1959, there 
were 1,156 convictions. Wide publicity 
had helped to make the public increas- 
ingly conscious that to scatter litter was 
an offence. Many local authorities were 
actively supporting the campaign. Mr. 
Brooke hoped the remainder would join 
in. 
Thames Flood Barrier 


MR. DODDs asked the Minister of Hous- 
ing and Local Government on November 
17 what progress had been made in re- 
spect to the proposal of the Waverley 
Committee for a barrier across the 
Thames near Dartford designed to reduce 
the risks of flooding in London and the 
upper reaches of the river. 

SIR KEITH JOSEPH: ‘ The Minister still 
has under consideration the reports made 
to him by the consultants who have 
examined this project, and he hopes soon 
to be able to publish a summary of these 
reports.’ 


New Pavilion, Regent’s Park 

LORD JOHN HOPE, Minister of Works, 
said in a written reply on November 17 
that plans for a new pavilion on the site 
of the Bernhard Baron Pavilion in 
Regent's Park were being prepared and, 
subject to the approval of funds by Parlia- 
ment, work would start in 1961.

so much of a compliment is an amend- 
ment by MR. GEOFFREY HIRST to add, ‘ but 
regrets that through lack of decision and 
adequate strategic planning the continu- 
ation of this particular motorway to and 
through Yorkshire has been seriously 
delayed.’ 

A group of Labour MPs have tabled an 
amendment to make the motion read: 
‘That this House, recognising the urgent 
need for a modern road network as part 
of a planned transport system, regrets 
that the Minister of Transport has ad- 
vanced no policy to encourage the rational 
and co-ordinated use of road and rail 
facilities for the movement of passengers 
and goods.’ 


Estimates of Housing Need 

MRS. JOYCE BUTLER asked the Minister 
of Housing and Local Government on 
November 24 what estimate he had made 
of the number of houses which needed 
to be provided in the next 10 years to 
provide separate homes for new house- 
holds. 

MR. BROOKE wrote in reply: ‘ The net 
increase in the number of households in 
England and Wales during the next ten 
years is estimated at some 850,000. At 
the present rate of house building, three 
times that number of new houses would 
be provided over the same period.’ 

In reply to another question MR. 
BROOKE wrote: ‘Local authorities in 
England and Wales are now replacing 
about 60,000 slum dwellings per year. If 
this rate continues, upwards of 600,000 
new houses and flats will be required for 
the purpose over the next ten years. But 
I hope that a large number of authorities 
will have completed the clearance of all 
slum dwellings within their area in well 
under ten years.’ 

Mr. Brooke, in another written answer 
said he could not at present give an esti- 
mate of the number of houses which 
needed to be provided in the next ten 
years to rehouse families living in over- 
crowded, insanitary, or unhealthy condi- 
tions in houses which were not scheduled 
as slum properties. The Minister added: 
‘At present slum clearance is the first 
priority. All the time local authorities 
are doing a great deal under their hous- 
ing and public health powers to secure 
the repair and improvement of defective 
houses. The number of houses in 
England and Wales which had defects 
remedied under these provisions in 1958 
was 281,000.’ 

Teacher-Training Colleges 

The present position of the teacher- 
training college building programmes was 
outlined by MR. KENNETH THOMPSON, 
Parliamentary Secretary, Ministry of 
Education, on November 18. He said they 
were concerned with two programmes. 
Under the first they had decided to pro- 
vide 12,000 new places in teacher-training 
colleges by 1962, and under the second 
4,000 further places by 1963-64. The first 
programme was already committed and 
well under way. They were building four 
new colleges; of the existing ones, 66 
would be appreciably expanded. The last 
stages of planning were now being 
reached in the 4,000 place programme 
and 3,000 places were already com- 


mitted. There would be two more col- 
leges in the South-East and 16 existing 
colleges were to be expanded. 


Brick Production 
In reply to a question on brick pro- 
duction, by MR. Dopps, on November 24, 
the Minister of Works, LORD JOHN HOPE, 
wrote: Brick production for the first ten 
months of 1959 amounted to 5,759m. 
The comparable figures for 1958 and 1957 
were 5,360m. and 5,802m. Production 
last month was 655m., which is equal to 
the post-war peak reached in October, 
1956. If this high level of production can 
be maintained some 250m. more bricks 
should be available next year. This, 
coupled with flexibility in the use of 
alternative materials, should go far to 

meet an increase in demand. 


Roofing Slate Production 
MR. GORONWY ROBERTS, who asked the 
Minister of Works, on November 24, how 
many tons of roofing slate were produced 
in 1938, 1948, 1955 and 1958 in Wales, 
Scotland, and England, respectively, was 
given the following figures in a written 
reply by LORD JOHN HOPE:

Future New Towns, Scotland 

MR. HAMILTON asked the Secretary of 
State for Scotland on November 24, how 
many new towns he intended to start in 
the next four years under the terms of 
the 1946 Act. 

MR. J. S. MACLAY: ‘Further action, 
under the New Towns Act, 1946, will be 
considered when it is clear that such 
action is needed and will not disturb the 
plans and programmes of those local 
authorities, and the three existing new 
towns, who have already contracted to 
take overspill population and industry 
from Glasgow.’ 


New Private Bills 
MPs have been informed that among 
the private Bills to be introduced this 
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session will be the Blackfriars Bridge- 
head Improvement Bill, promoted by the 
City of London Corporation. This 
measure seeks Parliamentary approval for 
the first stage of the £4m. project to 
build an underpass to relieve traffic con- 
gestion at the City end of Blackfriars 
Bridge. It is planned to start the under- 
pass east of Carmelite-street on the 
Embankment, emerging at Puddle Dock 
alongside the Mermaid Theatre. In the 
second phase the underpass will be 
extended to Upper Thames-street, near 
Lambeth-hill. 

Among other measures for which plans 
have been deposited are the Tyne Tunnel 
Bill and the Covent Garden Market Bill. 


Decisions on Planning Applications 

MR. GEORGE THOMAS asked the Minister 
of Housing and Local Government on 
November 24 to what extent social and 
cultural considerations were taken into 
account by him when reaching his deci- 
sions on planning applications. 

MR. BROOKE wrote in reply: ‘ Only in so 
far as they may be relevant in considering 
whether the proposed development would 
be a proper use of the land, having regard 
to the development plan for the county or 
county borough concerned and other 
material factors.’ 


Points from Replies 

‘The present target date for the start 
on the redevelopment of Prestwick air- 
port terminal buildings is June, 1961.’ 
(Parliamentary Secretary, Ministry of 
Aviation, November 23.) 

‘We plan to provide new living accom- 
modation for the artificer apprentices in 
HMS Caledonia (Rosyth) as soon as the 
necessary funds are available. I hope to 
include the first half of the project, which 
will cost £225,000, in the 1961-62 works 
programme and the rest later on.’ (Civil 
Lords of the Admiralty, November 25.) 

‘ Projects for off-street parking garages 
in Audley-square and Finsbury-square 
(London) are already well advanced and 
others are being planned.’ (Minister of 
Transport, November 25.) 

‘Hull Corporation have been invited to 
prepare plans to replace the Hessle-road 
level crossing by a bridge and I hope it 
wil) be possible to consider this scheme 
for a grant within the next two years.’ 
(Minister of Transport, November 25.) 


Upsurge of Activity 
Brick Industry under Pressure 


SIR THOMAS MOORE, BART, CBE, MP, in his 
address to the annual general meeting of 
Eastwoods, Ltd., in London on November 
19, spoke of the big upsurge in activity in 
the building industry which gathered 
momentum throughout the summer and 
continues to the present time. 

‘The impact of demand,’ said Sir 
Thomas, ‘ has again been felt in varying 
degree by different sections of the 
industry. First and foremost the brick 
industry came under intense pressure for 
supplies very early in the year and has 
responded magnificently to the challenge. 
It is estimated that supplies will be more 
plentiful next year and it is quite prob- 
able we will not experience the same 


degree of acute shortage in certain areas.’ 
Sir Thomas said that the crying need 
of the building industry is that it requires 
to be geared to a steadily rising tempo of 
activity rather than be forced to cope 
with alternating booms and depressions. 
Turning to future prospects, Sir 
Thomas declared: ‘ With clear prospects 
of an expanding and buoyant economy it 
is apparent that the greatest danger to our 
prosperity on the home front could arise 
from unjustified wage demands unrelated 
to increased production or prosperity, 
and inflation could, if allowed to get out 
of hand, again threaten all the hard-won 
gains of the past year and force us to 
return to austerity and restrictions.’ 





Lighting of Road Vehicles 


Effects of New Ministry Order 


From a Transport Correspondent 


FROM DECEMBER 7 it will be legally neces- 
sary for owners and drivers of road 
vehicles to ensure that lamps and reflec- 
tors are in working order during the day- 
time, as well as after dark. This is the 
effect of a new Ministry of Transport 
order intended to ensure that lights are 
available if needed in fog or heavy rain. 

The order applies to the ‘ obligatory’ 
lights—side and rear—and to rear reflec- 
tors. It will be a defence if a driver 
accused of having lights or reflectors not 
in proper order can show that the defect 
arose during the journey, or that steps to 
remedy the defect had already been 
taken. 

The amendment is contained in the 
Motor Vehicles (Construction and Use) 
(Amendment) Regulations, No. 1936 of 
1959 (HMSO, 6d.), which also make 
minor alterations to the provisions of 
earlier regulations concerning vehicle 
brakes and land tractors, and introduce a 
new class of vehicle termed a ‘land 
implement conveyor.’ This is defined as 
a pneumatic-tyred trailer not exceeding 
10 cwt. specially constructed to carry not 
more than one land implement, and is 
subject to concessions regarding braking. 


No-Light Parking 


The Metropolitan Police Commissioner 
has recently drawn attention to the need 
for reasonable safety measures when 
vehicles are parked at night without 
lights. It is particularly dangerous, he 
says, to cover vehicles completely with 
sheets or tarpaulins, which make them 
almost invisible to other traffic in bad 
weather. The requirement that vehicles 
be parked with their left or nearside to 
the kerb is an essential safety measure. 
In poor visibility, a driver approaching a 
stationary vehicle parked the wrong way 
may conclude that he is on the wrong 
side of the road, with serious conse- 
quences. 

Parking without lights, or with reduced 
lighting, is governed by regulations hav- 
ing force only in designated police areas, 
and varying considerably throughout the 
country. The Commissioner advises that 
information about local regulations 
should be obtained from a police station 
in the area. In the Metropolitan Police 
area, only the lighter type of goods 
vehicle may be parked on a road without 
lights. 


Council Houses Built for Sale 


Progress with Coventry Scheme 


COVENTRY CORPORATION’S first houses for 
sale are expected to be ready by January. 
One hundred and thirty-six dwellings are 
being built as part of the development of 
the Belgrave Estate at Wyken. Deposits 
required are £35. 

The houses are terraced and, with 
attached garage, will cost about £2,355. 
They are being erected by the Corpora- 
tion’s own direct labour department. 

Coventry City Council’s new policy of 
building houses for sale is due to the fact 
that the number of dwellings built for 
letting has steadily fallen, and councillors 
say that it is no longer economical to 
build houses for letting while interest 


charges on loans are high. ALD. WILLIAM 
THOMSON, chairman of the housing com- 
mittee, reporting that some 700 inquiries 
had been received for council houses for 
sale, said that Coventry people are in- 
creasingly house-purchase minded. 


New Scheme Before Council 


Coventry City Council were asked on 
Tuesday (December 1) to approve the 
building by direct labour of more houses 
for sale. The Council were asked to 
approve the building of eight houses on 
land between St. James-lane and Sal- 
combe-close, Willenhall, and to develop 
a £230,000 project at Cheylesmore. 


Restrictions on Offices in Central London 


Minister Rejects Conversion Scheme 


A PROPOSAL to convert St. James’s Court, 
residential chambers in Buckingham 
Gate, Westminster, into offices, an hotel, 
and self-contained flats has been rejected 
by Mr. Brooke, Minister of Housing and 
Local Government, against the recom- 
mendation of his own inspector. 

An appeal by St. James’s Court 
Estates, Ltd., against the refusal of the 
London County Council to give planning 
permission for the conversion was the 
subject of an inquiry on July 31. In his 
report to the Minister the inspector who 
held the inquiry recommended that the 
appeal should be allowed. 


But in a letter to the company’s repre- 
sentatives issued on November 26 the 
Ministry state: ‘ St. James’s Court is in a 
residential zone and the proposal under 
appeal would provide offices for a large 
number of office workers at the expense 
of residential accommodation. To allow 
this would, in the Minister’s view, be 
most undesirable and would seriously 
prejudice the application of the policy 
laid down in Section 16 of the written 
statement of the approved development 
plan. Accordingly he is unable to accept 
the inspector’s recommendation and has 
decided to dismiss your clients’ appeal.’ 
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Fifty Years of 
Stonemasonry 
London Association's Jubilee 


THE London Association of Master Stone- 
masons, which was founded on Decem- 
ber 13, 1909, is celebrating its Golden 
Jubilee with a dinner at the Park Lane 
Hotel on December 14. The guests of 
honour will be Sir Hugh Casson, RDI, 
FRIBA, Vice-President of the RIBA; the 
Master of the Worshipful Company of 
Masons, the Senior Vice-President of the 
RICS, and the President of the LMBA. 
The President of the Association, Mr. 
D. H. Thornton, FIOB, will preside. 

The Association was set up as a result 
ot a meeting of sixteen employers in the 
London stone trade, held on October 4, 
1909, to consider forming an association 
for the purpose of watching and safe- 
guarding the interests of the trade, and 
an inaugural dinner was held at the Inns 
of Court Hotel on the foundation day, 
December 14, 1909. Twelve years later, 
in 1921, they became affiliated to the 
LMBA, and the membership today in- 
cludes virtually the whole employing 
strength of the stonemasonry industry in 
the London Region, all of whom are full 
members of the LMBA. Members of the 
Association now carry out work amount- 
ing, to over £l4m. a year. 


Sanitaryware Design 
ABM Competition Awards 


THE THREE PRIZEWINNERS in the sanitary- 
ware design competition sponsored by 
Associated Builders Merchants, Ltd., one 
year ago, received their awards recently 
at a prizegiving luncheon held at the Park 
Lane Hotel. As previously announced, 
the prizewinners are: first (£1,000), Gor- 
don H. Taylor; second (£350), L. Daniels, 
Dip Arch, ARIBA, FRSA; third (£250), 
John V. Sharp, ARIBA. 

Mr. B. G. Donald, Chairman of ABM, 
said that the aim of the competition 
(which he hoped other associations and 
manufacturers would emulate) was to 
continue and accelerate the progress 
made in recent years, and he thanked the 
assessors for their wise recommendation 
not to limit the competition to architects, 
a decision vindicated by the prizewinner.

5.—Incentive Payments 


By R. C. Sansom, BSc(Eng), 


SUMMARY: The Building Research Station has recently carried out a project, 
on behalf of the European Productivity Agency, concerning the organisation 


of building sites. 


The object of the study was to obtain information on all 


aspects of organising work on the site and on associated head office functions. 
The study involved visits to contractors and their sites, to research organisa- 


tions, and to employers’ and 


operatives’ 


federations and covered nine 


European countries, namely Austria, Belgium, Denmark, France, Great Britain, 


Holland, Italy, Norway and West Germany. 


The present article (Crown Copy- 


right reserved) is the fifth of a series, based on the information obtained, and 
deals with the various systems of incentive payments encountered, their 


characteristics and their administration.

Introduction 


MEASURES for encouraging good labour 
relations and stable employment within 
a firm, and the existence of a clear and 
fair scheme of advancement, may be con- 
sidered in a sense as incentives. How- 
ever, in the present article, only direct 
monetary incentives, given with the 
specific intention of encouraging and 
rewarding improved productivity will be 
considered. 

Such payments were studied, as one 
aspect of the general organisation of 
building sites, in an investigation recently 
carried out in nine European countries. 
Their existence in one form or another 
was widespread, although there was con- 
siderable variation in their importance in 
relation to basic wages, and in opinions 
on their usefulness. 

It is convenient to consider incentive 
payments in two groups: those with pay- 
ments as pre-determined additions to 
operatives’ hourly wage rates (‘plus 
rates’), and those with payments related 
to the actual output of work achieved 
(‘output payments ’). 


Plus Rates 


Plus rates were used by 8 out of the 
23 firms visited, and examples occurred 
in Italy, France, Belgium, W. Germany 
and Austria. The level of such rates, the 
reasons for their use and the organisa- 
tional value attributed to them, varied 
considerably. For example, one firm 
operating in conditions of adequate 
labour supply paid plus rates to 80 per 
cent of its 600 men. This firm was 
engaged mainly on structural work for 
flats, factory extensions, waterworks, 
etc., and had a reputation for both speed 
and quality of work. An operative who 
had been recomimended by the staff for 
an increased rate received, after some 
weeks of observation of the quality and 
quantity of his work, around 2} per cent 
above his basic hourly wage. This applied 
to both skilled or unskilled workers. If 
his work continued to be satisfactory, 
this plus rate increased to 44 per cent 
after one year, and 6} per cent after two 


years, with an additional 3 per cent for 
length of service from the end of the 
third year. Fairly close control of the 
scheme was maintained from head office. 
The advantages claimed were better out- 
put, increased stability of the labour 
force and improved labour relations. 
This firm regarded forms of incentive 
payment which were more directly 
related to output as complicated and 
expensive to operate, temporary in effect 
and bad for the quality of work. 

By contrast, another firm employing 
250 men mainly on house-building, in a 
country where labour was in_ short 
supply, sub-let as much work as possible 
to labour-only sub-contractors. It then 
paid plus rates of between 15 per cent 
and 30 per cent to its own men, accord- 
ing to trade, regarding this as_ the 
simplest way of retaining men during 
labour shortage and of obtaining reason 
able output. 

The attitudes and practices of the other 
six firms lay, in general, between these 
extremes. 

Three other firms, in two countries 
with persistent labour shortages, also 
used plus rates to some extent despite 
the fact that they nominally operated 
incentive schemes directly related to out- 
put. The rates in these cases ranged 
from 25 per cent to 80 per cent. 


Output Payments 

Incentive systems with payments 
related to the actual output of work vary 
widely in their detailed form, and the 
differences between them in principle 
may be blurred in practice. It is, how- 
ever, convenient to separate them 
according to the apparent directness of 
the stimulus given, and hence to 
recognise : 

(i) ‘True piece-work,’ in which opera- 
tives’ earnings are directly proportional 
to output. 

(ii) ‘ Modified piece-work,’ in which 
various qualifying conditions are attached 
to true piece-work. These may be, as 
in Denmark and Norway, the payment 
of substantial hourly cost-of-living allow- 
ances or, as in Germany, the unconditional 
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guarantee of the basic hourly wage rate 
for the time spent. In Austria, the basic 
hourly wage rate plus a fixed percentage 
addition is guaranteed. 

(iii) ‘ Target-bonus* systems, in which 
all or part of the saving relative to a tar- 
get set for a certain operation is paid to 
the operatives concerned, again with the 
hourly minimum earnings guaranteed. 
These are, of course, well-known in 
this country. 

(iv) ‘*Site-bonus” systems, in which 
some proportion of the saving relative to 
a bulk target set for the site labour force 
as a whole is shared amongst them, again 
with the hourly minimum wage guaranteed. 


True Piece-Work 


In the countries visited, true piece- 
work was usually only used by labour- 
only sub-contractors. Although the 
circumstances of the project precluded 
effective contact with such firms, it was 
generally agreed that whilst the produc- 
tivity and earnings of their operatives 
were high, the stability of both firms and 
operatives was frequently low. Some- 
times the quality of their work was also 
unsatisfactory. These and other argu- 
ments for and against this system of 
working, are fairly well known, and the 
balance of opinion was on the whole 
unfavourable. Whilst the objections 
raised are, no doubt, often well-founded, 
many of them had been removed where 
the sub-contractor had worked regularly 
with the same main contractor for some 
years. 


Modified Piece-Work 


The modified piece-work system is 
widely used in Denmark and Norway, 
where elaborate schedules of rates (up to 
200 pages) for each trade exist, having 
been negotiated between employers and 
unions over the past thirty years. Build- 
ing operatives in Danish towns may spend 
up to 80 per cent of their working hours 
on piece-work tasks, while those in the 
countryside spend up to 60 per cent. 
Average total earnings were some 15 per 
cent to 30 per cent above the correspond- 
ing basic hourly wages. The position in 
Norway in the large towns was generally 
similar, except that basic wages were 
lower and the percentage increases due to 
piece-work earnings higher; increases 
from 80 per cent to 100 per cent averaged 
over the year were encountered. 

The normal practice in these countries 
was that on ‘traditional’ work covered 
by the schedules, the values of the piece- 
work items completed by the various 
gangs (e.g., square metres of a certain 
type of brickwork times the schedule 
price per square metre) were determined 
periodically between a trade union sur- 
veyor and the firm. On ‘ non-traditional ' 
sites, such as blocks of flats in precast 
concrete, the rates for work not covered 
in the schedules were often negotiated 
directly between a firm and its men, with 
provision for official arbitration if needed. 





On such sites in particular, efforts were 
made to build-up the piece-work rates 
into ‘stage targets,” as, for example, for 
all the concrete in one floor of a block of 
flats. 

In general it was agreed in Denmark 
and Norway that the quality of work was 
not normally affected adversely, and cer- 
tainly the degree of detailed supervision 
of piece-workers and site-timekeeping 
were often noticeably reduced. The main 
criticisms concerned the rigidity of the 
national schedules. 

Modified piece-work was sometimes 
used in Austria, and to a lesser extent in 
West Germany, although neither country 
had national schedules of such rates. 
Rates were usually agreed between a firm 
and its operatives at the gang level, and in 
Austria the agreements had to be 
recorded in writing (see the full Report). 
The average increases over basic hourly 
rates were generally from 30 per cent to 
60 per cent in Austria and 10 per cent to 
20 per cent in West Germany. 

Amongst the firms in Austria and West 
Germany using this system, the advan- 
tages claimed were increased output, dif- 
ferences in productivity between gangs 
reflected equitably by differences in earn- 
ings, and operatives’ preference for the 
system which generally yielded higher 
earnings than plus rates. Criticisms from 
the firms were based on a tendency for 
the quality of work to drop below an 
acceptable minimum, and for the men to 
claim the perpetuation of agreed written 
rates from site to site irrespective of 
changed circumstances. It was also said 
by some firms that the use of the modi- 
fied piece-work system tended to produce 
on a site an inevitable collection of opera- 
tives who had been rejected by the piece- 
work gangs because of their inability, for 
various reasons, to assist effectively in 
earning high wages, and that these opera- 
tives were difficult to employ effectively. 
Trade union criticisms were on health 
grounds, and also because of an alleged 
tendency by firms to replace proper fore- 
men by ‘ leading piece-workers.’ 

The directness of stimulus with both 
modified and true piece-work is relatively 
high, and tends to produce a correspond- 
ing sense of almost ‘ working for one’s 
self’ amongst the operatives concerned, 
and consequently is often preferred by 
them partly for this reason. 

The fact that modified piece-work 
arrangements are concluded between a 
firm and its own operatives, otherwise 
paid at hourly rates did, however, main- 
tain some, mainly psychological, differ- 
ence between this system and true piece- 
work. This in turn sometimes made it 
relatively easier to maintain a reasonable 
minimum level of quality of work on the 
site with modified piece-work. 


Target Bonus Systems 


Target bonus systems were in use by 7 
firms in this country, France and Holland 
although in 3 of these firms, in 2 coun- 
tries, the system had partly broken down 
and had virtually become plus rates. It 
had reached its fullest development in 
repetitive housing work, and consisted of 
the firm fixing ‘targets’ in hours or 
-money for the completion of items of 


work by groups of operatives. All the 
target bonus systems encountered pro- 
vided for the payment of the hourly wage 
rate as a guaranteed minimum. 

Typically, a target might concern 2 
bricklayers and 1 labourer building 
internal partitions in a house, extending 
over 2 or 3 days’ work, or alternatively 
it might cover the concreting of a com- 
plete floor in a block of flats involving 
9 or 10 men over 2 or 3 weeks. These 
may be called ‘ stage targets.’ For non- 
repetitive work the target might be re- 
tained in unit terms (‘ unit targets’), e.g., 
per square metre of blockwork or cubic 
metre of concrete etc., and the ‘target 
value of work done’ thus be calculated 
periodically to fit in with wage payments. 
This involved taking measurements as 
work _ proceeded. Alternatively, a 
definite stage of the work whose quanti- 
ties could be defined in advance was 
adopted as a target. 


Losses Infrequent 


In practice, stage targets were set for 
each gang, and not for the work of a 
whole trade or a number of gangs 
together. From this it followed that (as 
in true or modified piece-work) the level 
of bonus earnings in each gang appeared 
to its constituent operatives to be deter- 
mined only by the gang itself, not by the 
level of such earnings in other gangs. In 
practice, of course, the work of different 
gangs must often have an effect on each 
other’s progress. ‘ Losses’ due to paying 
the guaranteed hourly rates for tasks 
exceeding the target time or cost were 
infrequent in the firms visited. Losses 
arising from the payment of bonus earn- 
ings even though unjustified by output. 
so as to retain men, did occur however. 

Deducing the weekly bonus earnings 
for a gang was often done by taking the 
week’s total target value (i.e. the sum of 
all the targeted work done in the period 
multiplied by the appropriate individual 
stage or unit targets), and then comparing 
it with the total hours or money spent on 
targeted work in the same week. The 
effect of any gang losses on some of the 
week’s work was thus set off against 
gang profits on other work. This was 
generally accepted by both sides as 
reasonable and, of course, tended to 
reduce the importance of such losses, 
and to reduce variations arising from un- 
even target setting and/or productivity. 
Generally, the bonus earnings paid were 
all or part of the saving obtained by sub- 
tracting the labour expenditure on one 
or a group of targeted items of work 
from the target or total target value. 

The proportion of the savings paid to 
operatives varied. Where 100 per cent 
is paid, and production has reached a 
level where bonus is in fact being earned, 
then there is no real difference between 
the target bonus system and both true 
and modified piece-work so far as the 
direct relationship between output and 
earnings is concerned. Similarly, whether 
production reaches this level or not, there 
is no real difference in principle between 
a system of modified piece-work which 
guarantees the basic hourly wage as a 
minimum, and a target bonus system 
where the whole savings are paid. If 
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only part of any savings are paid out as 
bonus earnings, then earnings vary pro- 
portionately less than output, and the 
directness of stimulus is less. 

Reasons for not: paying all the saving 
to the operatives varied; usually reten- 
tion of part, say 20 per cent to 25 per 
cent, was primarily to help cover the costs 
of operating the bonus scheme, but also 
to help pay ex-gratia bonuses when not 
earned but when good efforts had been 
made. It also allowed for general con- 
tingencies, such as the losses referred to 
earlier, or a need to pay a gang for recti- 
fying work done by a previous gang. 

Elaborate arguments can be developed 
regarding the pros and cons of the firm 
sharing in the savings from increased 
labour productivity, and also whether, 
for a given average expectation of bonus 
earnings, it is better to present operatives 
with an ‘easy’ target and, say, 50 per 
cent of any savings or with a relatively 
‘harder’ target and 100 per cent of any 
Savings—-the productivity, and wages 
paid, nominally remaining the same in 
both cases. In areas where there are 
difficulties in obtaining sufficient labour. 
it seems likely that a fairly high propor- 
tion of savings relative to a ‘harder’ 
target, say 75 per cent to 100 per cent, 
will continue most frequently to be 
offered for various reasons, and that 
generally the targets will be fairly closely 
related to the previously estimated labour 
expenditure, being perhaps 10 per cent 
lower. 

The arguments regarding effects on the 
quality of work using target bonus 
systems were much the same as those for 
modified piece-work. The clerical, and 
possibly, technical staff, needed to carry 
out bonus measurements and calcula- 
tions cannot be less than for piece-work, 
and were generally more. This problem, 
however, also depends in each particular 
case on the frequency of bonus calcula- 
tions, whether stage or unit targets are in 
use, and the integration or otherwise of 
bonus and contract valuation measure- 
ments. 


Site-Bonus Systems 


Amongst the different 
target bonus systems, the method of 
sharing savings amongst operatives 
varied, some doing so in propartion to 
hours worked multiplied by basic wage 
rate, others in proportion to hours only. 
There was also no uniformity between 
the levels of bonus earnings of skilled 
and unskilled men. Although the general 
idea of all skilled, or all unskilled, men 
on a site earning nearly the same amount 
of bonus was somewhat vaguely accepted, 
it was usual to find that this was not the 
case and that generally the bricklayers 
earned most and painters least. One or 
two firms did, in fact, maintain running 
records so that for each gang the total 
bonuses paid since commencement of 
the site could be seen as a ratio of the 
total basic wages paid, and in this way 
the average levels of bonus earnings 
could be seen in proper proportion at the 
same time as the weekly levels were 
examined. 

The essential characteristic of a ‘ site- 
bonus’ system is that an operative’s

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bonus earnings are dependent not only on 
the efforts of himself and other members 
of his gang but also on the efforts of all 
the other operatives on the site. 

Three examples of such schemes were 
encountered; two of the firms concerned 
were in Germany, where the labour 
supply position was moderately satisfac- 
tory, and both were concerned only with 
structural operations. On one of the sites, 
a block of flats with shops beneath, a 
bulk target was set for all the firm’s 
operatives on the site. This target was 
equal to 90 per cent of the hours allowed 
in the original estimate. At a few well- 
defined stages, any savings relative to the 
proportion of the target up to this stage 
were distributed amongst the operatives 
in proportion to their respective basic 
wages. These stage share-outs were 
approximate, and also not more than 
about 85 per cent of the accumulated 
Savings were paid out. The final balance 
and distribution were at the end of the 
job. 

Site-bonus schemes are generally 
cheaper to operate than those systems 
described earlier, since they are in- 
variably in the form of stage or ‘end of 
job’ bulk targets derived from the labour 
contents allowed in the original estimate. 
They allow better control over relative 
bonus earnings in different groups, and 
reduce fluctuations in earnings and pos- 
sibly in quality of work. Because of less 
frequent output calculations, site-bonus 
schemes allow other factors, such as the 
quality or length of service of individual 
operatives, more easily to be taken into 
account. On the other hand, their 
stimulus is the least direct of all the 
forms of output payments, and in un- 
favourable circumstances their effect on 
productivity may become negligible. 
Generally, they will not attract labour 
which is in short supply. 


Organisation of Incentive Payments 
Schemes in Firms 


No special organisational problems 
arose with plus rates systems, as they can 
be operated through the normal estab- 
lished channels of supervision and 
routine wage payments. 

The negotiation of modified piece-work 
rates between a firm and its operatives 
generally took place at the site super- 
vision level, subject to upper limits set 
by the central office. However, in Den- 
mark and Norway and parts of West 
Germany national or regional schedules 
of rates were usually applicable. 

In some firms operating target bonus 
systems, supervisors negotiated the tar- 
gets but in others a separate section 
carried out this work for all sites. The 
latter was the case in those firms having 
the most highly-developed systems— 
usually the larger firms. It had the advan- 
tage of a coherent approach to target 
setting, so that problems of maintaining 
a reasonably stable system of targets 
related to work contents and of treating 
all operatives alike, could be more readily 
kept in balance with the simultaneous 
problems of adjusting targets to the con- 
ditions of the sites, to type of work and 
available labour, and to local average 
levels of earnings. Whilst admitting the 


difficulty of satisfying all these require- 
ments, it was felt in these firms that the 
best compromise was possible when one 
section was in charge. 

There was then a constant ‘ circula- 
tion ’ of target-setting, information on the 
resulting earnings, settling difficulties and 
disputes and so on, through the hands of 
one or two people instead of being dis- 
persed. Not surprisingly, these were also 
the firms who often used the level of 
bonus earnings on a site as a short-term 
indication of satisfactory progress and 
results, for the periods between proper 
cost/value comparisons. This separate 
section was usually established under the 
control of the central site supervision 
department (Contracts Manager or 
equivalent). Cases are known in which 
it was under the control of a central 
estimating department which was not 
itself under the site supervision depart- 
ment. In general, the first arrangement 
is the sounder, in view of the intimate 
links between site labour management 
and all forms of output payments. 


Derivation of Piece-Work Rates and 
Bonus Targets 


Amongst the less controversial com- 
plaints directed against national or 
regional schedules of piece-work rates 
were their intrinsic rigidity and the diffi- 
culties of taking satisfactory account of 
variation in operating conditions from 
site to site. Also criticised were the 
known inaccuracy of many individual 
rates relative to others and the need often 
to pay higher (‘ black’) rates to obtain 
men so that the ‘official’ schedules 
became altered in practice. On the other 
hand, they simplified, even if somewhat 
artificially, the estimating of labour costs 
when preparing tenders and can be made 
to work in an atmosphere conditioned to 
them by long use. The latter may, how- 
ever, be a tribute more to human flexi- 
bility than to that of the schedules. 

Using work-study to establish, or 
revise, such national or _ regional 
schedules would not of itself overcome 
their intrinsic rigidity, although it might 
remove any obvious anomalies from 
existing schedules. Work-study, if used 
to establish targets or standards of per- 
formance for each site which take 
account of the particular circumstances 
of the job, is, however, more likely to be 
effective. Because of the variability in 
the work-contents of apparently similar 
operations performed in different circum- 
stances, adequate experience in applying 
such techniques to building work is 
required, but in most countries this is not 
yet available. 

In the absence of such schedules, or of 
agreements based on work-study, the 
levels of piece-rates or bonus targets 
were matters for negotiation between a 
firm and its operatives, with the initiative 
on the firm’s side. In Austria, as in this 
country, a general agreement had been 
negotiated that the levels should be such 
that an average operative should be able 
to earn with reasonable effort, while 
working on such tasks, a_ specified 
increase relative to the basic hourly rate. 
This increase was 30 per cent as com- 
pared to the nominal 20 per cent here. 


It was not to be considered as a maxi 
mum. These agreements, however, had 
more long-term influence on general con- 
ditions than direct short-term effect on a 
particular site. 

In general, most firms based their 
choice of target levels or piece-work rates 
on the assumptions made when estimat 
ing for the job either directly on any out 
put rates assumed, or on the assumed 
labour costs for various operations, 
largely according to the estimating 
methods used. A minority of firms, 
usually those possessing special bonus 
sections, endeavoured to use _ targets 
independently established by experience 
over many sites and, if necessary, 
‘tailored’ to the particular site con- 
cerned, even if a check was still made 
of the total anticipated labour costs. 

The difference in method is not so 
important as it might seem for the fol- 
lowing reasons: If labour is in short supply 
both methods will be subordinated to 
yielding the average level of earnings 
needed to attract and retain men. If a 
satisfactory working relationship has 
been established between cost-and-out- 
put analysis and estimating, which should 
be a constant objective, then estimating 
should tend to reflect varying degrees of 
competition and keenness of price by 
varying the profit margins added to 
accurately-estimated costs. Consequently, 
estimated labour costs, analysed past 
costs, and target and earnings levels will 
all be mutually related. 

However, since circumstances are often 
less favourable than this, both as regards 
the integration of cost analysis with esti- 
mating, and the time available when esti- 
mating to consider carefully the assumed 
levels of output in different operations, 
it is on the whole better to have a system 
of targets operated more or less indepen- 
dently of the estimating section. Atten- 
tion should, however, then be focused on 
strengthening the liaison between the 
work of setting targets and the work of 
cost and output analysis, so that all 
opportunities can be taken of checking 
on the general levels of targets in the 
light both of the average earnings and of 
the unit costs in money and/or hours for 
different operations. In this way also the 
balance between targets can be improved 
and reductions made in the fluctuations 
of bonus earnings on different work. 

A few examples were encountered of 
unit targets (in money) established to 
cover the total costs of both labour and 
plant working together on a particular 
operation. 


Presentation of Piece-Work and Bonus 
Targets 


The form in which targets for output 
payments systems are set may have 
important influences on the operating 
costs of the system and on its impact. 

As has already been indicated, it was 
found advantageous to reduce site 
measurement as much as possible by 
expressing bonus or piece-work targets in 
stage form, so that the completion could 
be seen and the balance struck by site 
clerical staff. Another advantage of this 
was that the operatives concerned could 
then see their progress towards an objec- 
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tive of known size and value, and roughly 
calculate their probable earnings. 

It was agreed that the directness of 
stimulus was greater where stage targets 
were of limited duration, say, not exceed- 

ing 2 to 3 weeks, and were carried out 

without interruption. This length of 
stage is easier to arrange in house and 
flat construction, but in other work may 
mean using sub-stages and approximate 
balances. 

The directness of stimulus was agreed 
to be greater where the number of opera- 
tives on whose joint efforts the indi- 
vidual’s bonus or piece-work earnings 
depended was small. Logically, this 
means using the smallest possible gang 
for each operation, and sub-dividing work 
if necessary to give self-contained opera- 
tions; however, the costs and complica- 
tions of running the system tend to rise 
at the same time, and there are dangers 
in possibly over-stimulating some small 
groups and causing a disruptive effect on 
the site as a whole. There are indications 
that for gangs of more than about 10 
operatives the stimulus ceases to depend 
much on size of gang. 

It was generally considered important 
if piece-work or target bonus systems 
were used on a site, that the greatest pos- 
sible amount of work should be so 
covered. This avoided discontent when 
operatives had to undertake untargeted 
work, the need to pay plus rates for such 
works, or excessively low productivity on 
such work. In house and flat construc- 
tion some firms found it possible to set 
targets for almost all the work on the 
site. Such firms were mostly those with 
separate target-setting sections, but the 
authorisation of the site supervisor to 
offer targets to labourers’ gangs for mis- 
cellaneous odd jobs according to his own 
judgment was also useful in helping maxi- 
mum ‘ coverage.’ 


Individual Operations 


Targets for individual operations 
should include as many of the auxiliary 
operations involved as possible, e.g., 
preparatory work, mixing materials, 
cleaning up afterwards, etc. Otherwise 
the latter become fruitful sources of dis- 
putes, of losses due to low productivity, 
or of ‘transferred’ hours (see below). 

In seeking to reduce the number of 
bonus or piece-work targets left in ‘ unit’ 
terms (e.g., per square yard, cubic metre, 
etc.), the process should not be carried 
too far. For example, on some housing 
sites, unloading materials and brickwork 
underbuilding were expressed in terms of 
*per house,’ and site clerical staff were 
involved in .making difficult and largely 
arbitrary adjustments. 

The form of presentation of piece-work 
rates, or unit or stage targets, varied 
amongst firms as between terms of hours 
and terms of money, with a slight 
majority favouring the former. The 
advantage of their expression in hours, 
apart from the fact that hours are really 
the basic form of measuring labour con- 
sumption, was that they were indepen- 
dent of changes in basic wage rates or 
regional differences. This facilitated com- 
parisons between sites, and between ori- 


ginal targets and subsequent output 
analysis, and avoided changed targets 
with every wage change. On the other 
hand, targets expressed in money auto- 
matically allow for varying proportions 
of skilled and unskilled operatives in the 
gang, and permit the introduction of 
simple plant costs into the target system 
if so desired. So far as operatives were 
concerned, no firm was aware of any 
marked preference amongst its men. 


Administration of Incentive Payment 
Systems 

The day-to-day administration required 
for plus rate systems was negligible. 
Firms in which these systems were func- 
tioning satisfactorily said the main 
requirement was the establishment, and 
visible maintenance, of a system of selec- 
tion, grading and rewards broadly known 
to all concerned, with sufficient central 
control to minimise the risks of inequit- 
able treatment arising from the need to 
rely primarily on personal judgments of 
site staff. In addition to this, it was 
necessary to keep alive the idea that the 
plus rate contained an active production 
ingredient, by occasionally reducing or 
withholding it if justified. The same 
applies, of course, to the question of 
quality of work. The general purpose of 
these measures was intended to give 


operatives the feeling that they obtained 
a plus rate as a result of a reasonably 
logical and fair procedure, that it had 
some real significance, and that its con- 
tinuance at full value was not automatic 
but depended on reasonable application 


to their work. 

The administration of piece-work or 
target bonus systems was more complex 
and exercised an important influence on 
the success of such systems. For instance, 
some firms went to considerable lengths 
to start sites with the operatives clearly 
understanding what the different rates or 
targets were and what work was included 
in them. Again, some firms consulted 
local trade union officials, seeking to 
enlist their general approval, and also 
gave men the opportunity of raising ques- 
tions with site staff on how the system 
worked and how their own particular 
earnings were calculated. It was found 
that when this was done and a reasonable 
degree of confidence was established in 
the system and its fair operation, the 
queries were quickly reduced in number. 
Further, the inevitable minor difficulties 
or anomalies that arose in operating the 
system were overcome more smoothly. 


Bridging Early Weeks 


For the same reason, it was generally 
felt undesirable, even if possible, to raise 
target levels because of unexpectedly high 
earnings, or to lower piece-work rates, 
during the lifetime of a particular site. To 
bridge the early weeks of a site when pro- 
ductivity tended to be lower than average, 
some firms were prepared when necessary 
to give limited ex-gratia additions to 
earnings for a period. These firms were 
those with central and experienced tar- 
get-setting staffs, and these additions 
were given on application by site super- 
visors, but only for a limited period and 
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never up to the level of the anticipated 
subsequent average earnings of the opera- 
tives concerned. It was not unreasonable, 
therefore, for it to be claimed by these 
firms that the practice was comparatively 
unusual, did not get out of control, and 
acted not as a soporific but as an 
encouragement. 


Conclusions 


(1) In the great majority of countries 
and firms visited, some sort of incentive 
payments were made to _ operatives, 
although the type and amount of these 
payments varied widely. 

(2) The labour supply position was in 
most countries the biggest single factor 
affecting the decisions to make such pay- 
ments, and influencing their form and 
results. 


(3) In circumstances of labour short- 
age and/or high labour turnover, the 
more direct forms of incentive payment, 
such as piece-work, true or modified, and 
some forms of target bonus system, give 
better results, when well-run, than do 
the more indirect forms such as site- 
bonus schemes and plus rates. Wher 
badly run, they become little more than 
expensive and troublesome disguises for 
plus rates. 


(4) The economical and_ successful 
operation of any system of output pay- 
ments demanded, amongst other things, 
visible stage targets wherever possible, 
some degree of central control of target 
setting linked to cost and output analysis 
and to estimating, the confidence of the 
operatives in the system’s administration, 
an adequate supply of materials, and a 
close watch on the quality of the work 
produced. 


(5) Systems of plus rates or site-bonus 
have been used successfully in circum- 
stances of less labour shortage, and were 
easier and cheaper to administer, parti- 
cularly for work of a _ non-repetitive 
nature. Their successful operation was 
associated with their simultaneous use to 
encourage a lower labour turnover, and 
they usually also contained a quality ele- 
ment. 


(6) The psychological aspect was of 
great importance in operating any of the 
systems of incentive payments, and for 
this and other reasons the ultimate res- 
ponsibility for their operation should rest 
with the central direction of the firm’s 
sites. 


(7) No one system can be recommended 
without first having regard to the general 
conditions in the building industry of the 
country concerned, the size of firm, and 
the type of work on which it is engaged 
on a particular site and its experience of 
that work. There is evidence available 
to indicate that the right system of 
incentive payments, properly applied, can 
encourage good productivity and 
generally contribute to efficient building.

3. Doors

News in Brief 


Direct Labour, Willenhall 

WILLENHALL, STAFFS, COUNCIL at its meet- 
ing on November 23 approved in principle 
the formation of a direct labour depart- 
ment, but the council rejected a proposal 
to sell council houses. Cllr. C. J. Andrew, 
in presenting the report of the general 
purposes committee, said that the council 
agreed with home ownership and he 
recommended that the matter of the sale 
of council houses should be reconsidered 
in about four years’ time.

Record Price for Building Land 

A house and 34 acres of ground at the 
junction of Leamington-road and 
Warwick-road, Coventry, was sold on 
November 26 for £50,000. This price, 
equivalent to £14,285 an acre, is believed 
to be the highest ever paid for a residen- 
tial building site outside the city centre. 
The buyers—one of the companies in the 
Townsend Ferries and Shipping Group 
intend building high-class flats for busi- 
ness executives on the site.

OVERSEAS BUILDING 


AUSTRALIA.—The Federal Government 
and Queensland State Government are 
jointly to finance the reconstruction of 
the 600-mile railway linking the western 
Queensland mineral field at Mount Isa 
with the port of Townsville. The Federal 
Government will advance up to £20m. of 
the £30m. required for the project and 
the Queensland Government will find the 
rest over five years. Work on the line is 
expected to begin early in the New Year. 
.... Plans are said to be going ahead for 
the construction of a new brewery in 
Melbourne costing £34m. and having a 
production capacity of nearly 20m. gall. 
of beer a year. Dutch, British and Ger- 
man breweries are interested in the pro- 
ject. Consideration has been given to the 
selection of a suitable site, possibly in the 
industrial suburbs of Preston or Foots- 
cray. ... The Australian Army plans to 
build a holiday centre on the Queensland 
south coast on the lines of a modern 
hotel. It will provide accommodation for 
all ranks and their families. The Centre 
will be built near Coolangatta, and there 
will be recreation and TV rooms as well 
as a swimming pool. 


BARBADOS.—The new ‘Trade Winds’ 
hospital, expected to be completed in 
1963, will cost over $5m. The Minister 
of Social Services has recently visited the 
UK in this connection. 


GHANA.—The Industrial and Agricul- 
tural Development Corporation plans to 
build a £44m. cement factory at Bonyere 
in the western region, reports Barclays 
Bank DCO from its office in Accra. The 
final decision will be taken after discus- 
sion with a UK cement firm and a team of 
overseas cement specialists who are 
expected shortly in Ghana. It is under- 
stood that a survey of this project has 
been carried out by a German firm and 
Ghana’s own Geological Survey Depart- 
ment. 


HAYTI.—A protocol has been signed 
between the Haytian Government and the 
Island Gas and Electric Company of New 
York concerning the installation on the 
Peligre Dam of a hydro-electric plant 
which will provide power to the Depart- 
ments of the North, North-West, Centre, 
Artibonite, and part of the West. This 
project is to be carried out at a cost of 
$12m.... A sugar mill contract involving 
$6m. of investment has been granted to 
the representatives of the Minotaur Oil 
and Gas Corporation of Toronto, Canada, 
and to the firm of Salzgitter-Drutte of 
West Germany. The sugar factory is to 
be erected on the left bank of the Arti- 
bonite River. 


MONTSERRAT.—The government have 
approved plans for the promotion of a 
tourist hotel at Fort Thomas and have 
nominated the Mendota Research Group 
to undertake the scheme. 


RHODESIA AND NYASALAND.——It has been 
decided to proceed with the development 
of two harbours at Kariba and Sinazongwe 
and to construct sub-surface work at 


Binga and Chipopo sites, so that harbours 
could be built later. The port of Kariba 
will consist of an inclined quay and a 
landing hard with separate facilities for 
fish handling. At Sinazongwe, the port 
wil! consist of an inclined landing, fish 
landing facilities and a fish market. A 
boat building plant is also to be estab- 
lished. ... The planning of townships at 
Siavonga, Sinazongwe and Binga are in 
progress. At Siavonga plans have reached 
an advanced stage. Tenders will be invited 
shortly for the construction of a 40-bed- 
room hotel at the highest point on the 
north bank in the Siavonga area. ... Work 
oi the tallest building in Northern Rho- 
desia which will cost between £150,000 
and £200,000 will begin before the end of 
the year. It is the Century Building Socie- 
ty’s new headquarters which will go up 
in Edinburgh-square, Cairo-road, Lusaka. 
The building is one of several planned or 
under construction in the capital at an 
estimated cost of over £l4m. ... Work 
is to begin next year on Salisbury’s new 
European hospital which it is estimated 
will cost some £2m. Mr. Harry 
Oppenheimer, the chairman of African 
Explosives, Limited, said that plans to set 
up a nitrogenous fertiliser factory at a 
cost of some £9 million were under con- 
sideration. . . . It is reported that final 
plans for the new Nestlé’s factory at 
Southerton, near Salisbury, have now 
been agreed. It is expected that the build- 
ing will start next year and that the pro- 
ject will cost £300,000. . . . Three model 
townships, with parks, playing fields, 
community centres, old people’s homes, 
school and church sites and shopping 
centres have been planned for Africans in 
Salisbury, Bulawayo and Que Que. They 
total more than 1,000 houses with full 
electricity and other services. They are 
the first of a series of such townships 
dotted over Southern Rhodesia and built 
with the £4m. which the Minister of 
Housing, Mr. A. E. Abrahamson. raised 
last year specifically for African housing. 
The Salisbury scheme, 280 houses filling 
upd gaps between Old and New Highfield, 
has been officially approved and will be 
going out to tender soon. The other two 

-334 houses at Que Que and 402 as the 
first phase of development at Luveve, 
Bulawayo—have been drawn up in detail 
and are going before the Southern 
Rhodesian Government as recommenda- 
tions from the projects team. . The 
Salisbury Council has set aside in the 
1959/60 estimates £300,000 for houses 
and £174,000 for services at the Crow- 
borough African Housing Scheme. A 
third of the houses will be built by the 
Council and the other two-thirds under 
contract. 


ST. KITTS.—A new hospital is proposed 
for Basseterre. .. . Plans are being con- 
sidered for a new automatic telephone 
exchange to cost $4m. 


SOUTHERN RHODESIA.—The Salisbury 
City Council has apnroved the plans of a 
£450,000 combined civic hall and theatre 
designed by the city architect. Mr. J. 
Howard Wilson. The building will have a 
reception hall to seat 200, a civic hall to 
seat 600 and orchestra, and a civic 
theatre or auditorium to seat 870. The 
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orchestra pit in the theatre has a lift so 
that it can be used as a forestage, and 
the stage itself has a 40 ft. revolving plat- 
form in the centre. 


TASMANIA.—The Tasmanian Govern- 
ment has accepted a tender of nearly 
£A4,200,000 from two English companies 
to construct a new bridge over the River 
Derwent, near Hobart. The companies 
are Reed and Mallik and the Braithwaite 
Co. The bridge, a high level, four-lane 
structure on piles, will replace Hobart’s 
famous floating bridge of concrete pon- 
toons. Work on the new structure is 
expected to start next year and take 
about three years.

THE NUMBER OF families in Glasgow 
who are prepared to move to overspill 
areas is now 14,958.
